That a pgenerall Pardon may be granted in ſuch manaer as His Majeſtic hath been moſt graciouſly pleaſed ro offet urto all 
His SubjeQts. 

Thara particular Declaration in that A mav be made, that neither Sir Fohz Hotham, nor any other perſon ſhall be queſti- 
oned for any a& done in obedience to the diretions aud command of both Houſes of Parliament, or which hath been fince al- 
lowed and approved of by them. 

That the Town of Hull, with all the Arms and Ammunition removed from thence, may be delivered into the a&tuall and 
peaccable poſſeſſion of His Majeſtic, and that His Majeſtic would be then pleaſed ro commut the government thereof, with the 
ſid Arms, unto tuch other perſon which both Houſes of Parliament ſhall nominare; and that no ſuch Governour ſhall be difpla- 
ced, nor the Arms removed, but by conſent of Parliament ; And that Newcafile, and all other Towns of ſtrength may be 
in like manner diſpoſed of.

That His Majeſtic would be pleaſed to return again to #hztehal, or ſome other place.neer His Ciry of London, there to make 
His reſidence as formerly He hath done, thereby to revive the dejefted hcarrs of H1s atflicted SubjeRs, who have thus unhappily 
been deprived of the comfort and honour of H1s Royall preſence. 

That all diſtra&tions and miſapprehenfions may be removed by the happy concurrence of his Majeſtie with the Parliamenr, 
whereby ſuch good Laws may be made, as may conduceto the eſtabliſhing of a ſetled peace inthe whole State. 

That rherelief of the diſtreſſed Proteſtants, his Majeſtics faithfull and loyall SubjeRs in 7rel2nd, may be ſpeedily reſolved 
on, and their wants ſupplyed, for the ſuppreſſing of the Rebellious Papiſts in that Kingdom. 

That all abuſes inthe Chureh may be removed in 2 more perfe&t Reformation in Diſcipline and Ceremonies, by an aſſembly 
of {uch learned Divines as ſhall be named to that purpoſe by both houfes of Parliament.

Hz: ſeena Paper ofthe 24. of February laſt given into you by our Commiſcioners , with a printed 
Paperthereupon upon the 26.0f February, entituled, a Declaration of the Parliament of Engtand, dc- 
claring the fore-faid Paper given in by our Commiſsioners to contaige reproachfull matter againſt the 
proceeding of the Parliament of England, and aſſuming power over the Laws and Government of that Na- 
tion, with adelign to raile ſedition, and lay the grounds of a new War in that Land. And turther, ordering a 
Meſlage to be ſent to us, to know whether we will own the ſaid Paper preſet t:d in our names, and hearing 
that our Commiſsioners (being by command from us upon their return fromthat Kingdome) are reſtrained, 
and a guard ſet upon them, : 

We could not be fo far wanting in that duty we owe to this Kingdome, and the care and regard which in 
Juſticeand Honor, we ought to have of the ſafety and and freedom of this, imployed in ſo publike a truſt, as 
not to take ſpeciall notice of their conditionand hard uſage; and have therfore reſolved, and thought fic to tg- 
nife unto you, that we do own that Paper given in by our Commiſsioners, as agreeable unto the Inſtructions 
which they had from us, wherein we and they in our names could not but give a teſtimony againſt thoſe 
things which we conceived to be contrary tothe grounds and bonds ſo often declared and acknowledged by 
both Kingdoms, leaſt our ſilence be eſteemed a complyance, or we thought any wayes acceſlary to thele great 
alterations, and the dangerous conſequences may enlue thereupon.

| Soitis very far fromour intentionsto aſſume any power over the Laws and Government of that King- 
dom, or any ways to raiſe ſedition, or lay the grounds of a new War, or do any thing in purſuance of the are 
unlawfull ingagement, which can no waies be inferred from the ſaid Paper containing only our adherence to 
out former principles acknowledged by both Kingdoms, and it being given in to you to be communicared in 
the ordinary way. 

We are ſo tender of the Union betwixtthe Nations, that we think the remonſtrating of the breach of peace 
the craving of juſt reparation, and uſing of all amicable and fair means ſhould be firſt aſſayed before any 1n- 
g:gements in war,which even then cannot be done by cither Kingdom wirhour a breach of the large Treaties, 
unleſle ic be uponthree months warning preceding, upon which amongſt other grounds and reaſons, we did 
protelt and declare againſt the late ingagement, and do confidently expett the like trom England, according 
ro the Papers given in by their Commilsioners to the preceding Sefsion of Parliament. 

And however any prevalent party in either Kingdom hath infringed, or may break theſe bonds, yet we do 
not conceive 1t either agreeable to Gods will, or conduceableto the welfare of theſe Nations, to lay theſe {a- 
cred tyesafide as diffolved and cancelled, bur rather that they ſhould be preſerved for the good of both King- 
doms,and benefit of thoſe, who have no acceſsion to ſuch breaches, and of ſucceeding generations who are 
mnnoc:nt thereof, and may ſuſtain manifold inconveniences by diflolution of che fame. 

Haring thus cleared our intentions and reſolutions, we hope none can juſtly blame this Nation to continue 
conſtant in their formerengagement and principles, which the Honourable Houſes of the Parliament of En- 
gland rofeſled alſoto be theirs, when they induced this Kingdom to enter into lo folemn 2 League and Co- 
venan: with them, far leſle can it be any ground at al for reſtraining our Commiſcioners contraryro the publike 
Faith :nd Law of Nations, by which the freedom of Ambaſſadors or Commitlsioners, is ſacred and inviola- 
ble, nct only berwixt Chriftians, but even among Heathen Kingdoms and States; and therefore do delire,

number you of the Army vere not t].c ioft , nor leaſt part: Yet notwithſtanding you lorgeting your Promies and 
Engagements, were guilty of ſuch infolent and contrary procecdings as to turn mc out of my place before I was 
well warm, under the {pectous pretence of [etting up the Good old Cauſe , which then you interpreted to be the 
Retnſe, or (as it's Ccomn.only cailed ) the Rump of the long Parliaments, which p!cce of a Parhament you had n> 
ſooner eſtabliſhed , and vowed your (clves by a ſolemn Oath their taithtull and conſtant Servants, but you turn d 
them to graſle betore they had leiturc to flcece the Commomweatrth, Yer for all this, you ſtill proltecute the 
Good old Cauſe, which fince it hath {'> many Colours, I know nor how 70 achine it otherwile then a meer cheating 
of the Publick ; Burt to let that paiſe , you deviſed a thing caliod a Commitice of ſafety , which being a Crew 
of Sword-men, with ſome others of your own Faction, appointu unto themſelves a certain time to produce a mo- 
dcl or torin of Government , which tine being expired, they ended as {ately as chey began, their pregnant wom 
being not delivered of ſo much as 14 Mouſe. 

Theſe things conſidered, and fince you arc nuw at a on plas, not knowing whict way to turne your ſelves , 1 
humbly beg of you (Gentlemen) to let me appear once more upon the Stage , bef{cecliing you to reſtore me unto 
my former dignity of being your Protector : It may be VY Ou | {av 8 T ain alrogether UNnca pabl- of {0 great a truſt . 
For anſwer; It you'l believe wv Mother. I am the 5on of 0[;ver , and think my {lic as wiſe as ſome oft you , and 
much heneſter then the belt of you. What though [ was piGur'd withan Owls hes and a Fools Coat 2 T'me fure 
my Brother-in-law Fleetwood (your titular General ) deſerves it as well as my ſelf; For although he had ſo much wit 
as to depoſe me,wherein he ſhewed himſelf more then Fool : yet when he ſet up thc tail ofthe long Parliament, and 
atterwards ſuttred them to be calt our by the ambition of T amber t,he favor'd more of the later. But I pray Gentl emen 
contider what proiit and advantage will acruc to your felves as well as the Nation , in caſe you readvance me to 
the Government ; for I will call ſuch a Farliament as ſha!! raiie money for the ſati-fying of all Soldiers Arrears, and 
take a courle that they be dayly paid for the future, and you your ſelves ſhall b- wy privy Councellors , provided 
you be more accute in conſulring the 2tfairs of Government thea you have been litciy in forging one. And tor the 
gcod of the Commonwealth in generall , we will countenance anc. encourage the two main props of a State, vis. 
Magiſtracy and Miniſtry : But as for the duil City of Londywn, wemay ride 1ttodeath it weplealſe 5 the hath been 
long lick of a Conſumption, but will not go to tne charye of a purgation whereby ſhe might be rid of thoſe humors 
thar obſtruct her welfare, occaſioned by a furicir the tuok of roo much of the ith call'd a Lobfar , which diet m\ 
Father fed her withall. But to {peak of her : ord Mayor, ke is the very famine to you, as his horſe to him, who with 
all hts turr'd gang of Aldermen arc alwayes ready to comply with any power whatever at its firſt appearance , and 
will ever be your enchained ſaves, forall their day!y confiltations at Gurld-iall, Theſe arc the Golden Calves 
which the City worſhips, and will do till it be utcerly begoar'd by their float, who had rather live in perpetuall 
bondage then hazard their vaſt eſtates to purchaſe the tieevome both of themſelves and their poſterity ; for if the 
preſent Lord Mayor had as much wit as Frier Bacon + br a%cn bead, and would bur (ay, Time is, the bulineſſe would 
be done, and the whole City be freed from that oppretiuun which they have for ſo many years groaned under; but as 
long as they are led by the noſe by their LordMayor, and he by the Officers ot the Army, hang but one Red-coat on 
the top of Pauls ſteeple, and 'tis enough to keep the City in awe, though there vere never a Soldier in it, 

But whilſt T was penning this, there came one and told me chat you had ſet out a Proclimation of a Parliament to 
be called on the 24. of January next. without a fiyele Perſon, or Houſe of Peers - which thing I ſuppoſe you never 
intend, but only to delude the Peop!e with a bare pretence, the very name of a Parliament being a pritty bable to 
{till and quiet the childiſh rage of the Citz. However, if vou doperform what you ſay. it will bea Parliament of 
your own itamp , which will bring more diſcontent tothe Feople , then what they now tuffer : Belides, you will 
utterly crofle the defign of your grand Maiter in politick+, L:mvert, who when he hath done with Aronke, will be 
as new to begin again what he aim dar, as he was betore he turn'd out the Fpitome of the long Parliament. Where- 
fore my Maſters I beſeech you conlider what you go abour, and go the ſafeit way to work, which will be by lifting 
up me again to the Protectorſhip : and rothis end, call to minde the diſcontented Frogs, who would nut have the 
Log to be their King z but when Jupiter ſer the $207k to rule over them, which exceedingly devour'd them , then 
they prayed him to reſtore their King Log. Take heed (Gentlemen) that you donot run the ſame fortune as did 
the Frogs , leſt with them you repent too late; but hearken to this ſcaſonable, and (indeed) reaſonable advice of 
your 2nvondam Maſter, though now poor Petitioner. 

To conclude, (my Maſters) if you will be pleaſed to ſuffer me once again to mount into the ſaddle of Supremacy, 
[ proteſt unto you that I will not be caſt out of ic but with the loſſe of my life. Before I will be fo befool'd as I 
was, I'le drive onas furiouſly as my Father when he rurn'd Coach-man in Hide-Park,, and had like to have b:oken 
his neck for his labour : Andrather then 1 will ſo ſneakingly be thrown down from the very Pinacle of honour.

Har your Petitioner (in cordial affetions and love to your lawful Preſervation) about the beginning of the ſad in- 
teſtine War, ingaged in your Cauſe or defence, and in the year 1648, by reaſon of his ſaid continued affections, 
did extraordinarily disburſe in money and looſe in Horſes,the full Sum of three hundred pounds, ( as he can juſtly de- 
poſe upon Oath) and had due to him in Arrears, upwards of three hundred pounds mn.ore, moſt of his Papers and 
Accounts, being loſt by reaſon of thoſe diftempers, combuttions, and confufions, that then were in the Army. 

That in the (aid year 1648 (by means of the Capital Potency, influence, and intereſt of your Livetenant General Cromwe!, 
after the publick, Violent, and unlawful perfidie of him and his confederates, in breaking and dividing your Councils, and per- 
ſons, the many conſequences whereof, inevitably rended to a multitude of Arbitrary, Illegal, deſtroying and ever to be lamen- 
ted actions againſt the Righteous and Fundamental Lawes and Liberties) your ſaid Peritioner was Atbitratily diſmiſſed of his 
Truſt (as Captain of a Troop of Horſe) and deprived of all waies of obtaining his Arrears, committed (in the prime of his 
years) a Pritoner tothe Garriſon of Windſor, which impriſonment continued for almoſt three years, without any Tryal, or Le-

And having had alſo many years chargeable, and tedious Suites, and ſeveral, wrongs and Injuſtices (roo redious and impert:- 
nent herein to mention) Many lofles in tus Enatc, and beca inforced to botrow money upon great ditadvantages to his v2ry 
greaL incumbrance , mgagement and indebrment ; hath often ſought; and Peritioned for Juſtice ; bur could neve: 
obtain the ſame, or any moderate redreſs, or conſideration of his Caule; which indeed yout Petirione: can hncerely ave”, 
hath further tended to the irrecoverable damage of your Peritioner many hundred pounds more in his Elate ; and the gr7c1: 
dammage and tuine of his Fanuly,ſo that your Petitioner can truly ſay he hath been preſerved aliue (through great diſfculties, 
diſiraRions and inconveniences) by the wonderful favour of the only WISE GOD, and cannot aſcribe his Bemg or (at:

Samuel Lawſon, Chriſtopher Lake, and Thomas Winter Miniſters , and Under-ofticers of the ſaid Official , by colour of their 

Authority , have by divers and ſundry wayes and faſhions committed High Offences againſt his Majeſties Laws , Crown 

and Dignity; and moſt grievouſly vexcd, opprefled and impoveriſhed his Majeſties Subjects within the Diaceſs and 
- County of Lixcoly, inchete Particulars tollowing, 

Firſt, Your Petitioner bcing a Counſellor at Law, and having delivered his Opin.onn the Year 1663, to ſome of his Clients, That no 
Eccleſiaſtical Officer could by the Laws of the Land, torm or contrive any New Oath, or give any ſuch to any Churchwardens, or others, 
ro preſent or confeſs any thing, or to accuſe themſelves of any crime, whereby they may be liable to any pain or puniſhment ; or impolc 
any Articles of Enquiry upon chemar their Viſicartons, for their own lucre and profit : The ſaid Sir Edward Lake, John Foynes, Fobn Profor, 
Samuel Lamſon, Chriſtopher Lake, and Thomas Winter, by combination amongſt themſelves , cired your Petitioner into the Spiritual Court ar 
Lincoln ; and for {uing forth Prohibitions out of his Majeſties Courts at Weſtminſter, and in contempt of his Majeſties Laws, illegally 
rendered an Oath ex Officio to your Petitioner, to anfwer divers fctyned and falſe ſuggeſtions, framed of their own fancy ; denyed your 
Petitioner after his appe?rance a Copy of the ſaid ſuggeſtions; preſumed to Excommunicate your Petitioner for not raking the (id 
Oath; and refuſed toablolve him , or obey his Majeſties Vrit of Prohibition , untill an Attachment was awarded againſt the ſaid 
Sir Eaward Lake for his contempr, by the Barons of the Exchequer, to his great damage and vexation.

Thirdly, The ſaid Sir Edward Lake being Official as atoreſaid, by colour of his Authority , and for his ſingular profit, and furthcr 
oppreſſion and vexation of your Petitioner and his Tenants, «legally {ignified their aforeſaid Excommmnications illegally denounced &y 
himſelf, into his Majcſties Court of Chanccry, and thercupon ſued forth Writs 4' Excommwunicato captend” againlt divers of your Pcti- 
tloners Tenants; by colour whereof the ſaid Sir Edward Lake and his Miniſters aforcf{aid, extorted from one Rotert Cheuin your Pcritto- 
ners Tenant, the Sumof 37. 13s. 44, and from one Thomas Townrow, another of your Petitioners Tenants, a Bond of 20 1, in diſcharge 
of the particular Sums mentioned in a Schedule hereunto annexed , which the ſaid Sir £dward and his Officers pretended were due unto 
them : And the ſaid Sir Edward gives out in Speeches , that he will in Iike manner compell Azthony'Bates, Thomas Wilkin/en, and others of 
your Petitioners Tenants, to compound with him for great Sums of Money, nor due by Law, to their great oppreſſion and impoveriſhing.

Scventhly, VWhereas no Procurarttons are dye to any Biſhop, Archdcacon, or other Viſitor, but cnly from ſich Churches as they do 
pcrfonally Viſit, andthatnot in Money, but in Meat and Drink; the faid Sir Edward Late and his Officers aforcſaid , at every Viſitation 
cauicd the Owners and Occupiers of a!l the Impropriattons an:l ReRtories within the County of Lincoln, to be cited to appear before 
tem , and Vide them at places far remote from their Pariſh Churches and Dyellings, to thetr great travel, expence and vexation; and 
in caſeany the (aid Perſons appeared nor , bur made default , the ſaid Sir Edward and his Officers illegally demanded the Sum of 12 4.

Ninthly, The ſaid Sir Edward Lake and his Officers aforcſaid, in Cauſes Eccleſiaſtical depending bcfore them, ( as in caſe of a 
Legacy) have taken ſuch exceſſive and extraordinary Fees, that by reaſon thercot not only the Wills of the Teftators have been unper- 
tormed, but many Executors have been ruined and undone,

PW Hat as now, ſo in former times, the Rulers of this Nation,had occaſion to make uſe of the Purſes and Eſtates of the people, 
and eſpecially for great and publicke affaires , and did oftentimes become indebted to ſome men » in great and vaſt 
ſummes of money, which it they had not imburſed , might have long ere this been a ruine to the Nation, and ſuch 
was the caſe of the late King, on or about the fourth and fitth yeares of his Reigne , who was driven into ſuch ſtreights 
for money to buy ViRtuall for the Navy for defence of the Land , That if the ſaid Jobn Duleing your Petitioners father : 
with one Auſtin, and one Leonart had not lent, and furniſhed Sir Alen Apſley with 15000 li. in Victualls and money for the 
Navy, this Nation had likely been deſtroyed by a forreigne Enemy. Burt o it is,may it pleaſe this Honourable Houſe 
That your Petitioners father, with others aforeſaid, having thus disburſed the foreſaid lumme of 15000 li. for the aſes 
aforeſaid, the late King at the requeſt of the ſaid Sir Allen Apſity, did endeavour to give your Petitioners father, and the 

ret, ſecurity for their ſaid money, as of right he ought, and therefore upon conſideration, That the ſaid [parties would make up the foreſaid

Hat your Petitioner being compris'd inthe Articles of Exeter confirmed by Parliament, and having pertorm'dall that 

l on his part was required (as by the Judgments given by two Honourable Courts more lully appears) hath notwith- 

ſtanding been hitherto debari'd the benefit of thems His Perſon impriſoned ever lince the year 1646. Himſelt, du- 

ring that time, ſeveral times tried for his Life ; Ris Eſtate fold 3 Divers Judgments recovered againſt him for things rela- 
ting to the unhappy difterencesz His Family ruin'd, deſtroy'd, and brought to the extreameſt point of miſery 3 And the Pub- 
lique Faith, Honour, and Juſtice of the: Army, and Nation in general, highly ſcandalized, contrary to your Honourable, Juſt, 
and Equitable intentions, declired by ſeveral 4&s, orders, and Ordininces, made for the reliect of ſuch as claim the bencetic of 
Articles, And contrary to the 0rder and Judgment ot the Court of Articles appointed by your Honours to Hear and Determine 
Cauſes of that nature. 

Now Foralmuch as you have been pleaſed lately to Declare, That you are Reſolved (through the gracious fſiſtance of Al. 
mighty God ) to apply your ſelves to the fiith{ul diſcharge of the Truſt repoſed in you, And to e:ideavour the ſettlement of 
this Commonwealth upon fuch a fuundation, as may A//ert, Fſtabliſh, and 5crare the Properties an I iberties of the Teople, in re 
ference unto All; And toriſmuch as Acts of Parliament made for the fale and torteiture of Eſtates contrery to Articles of War, 
have been by the Wiſedome and Juſiiceof former Parliaments, not onely repeal'd, and made void, as a Caſe very far different 
from all other Sales whatſoevers But that you were pleas d Honourably to provide (not knewing then the Claims that were, and 
might be made unto Articles) That the Truſtees in the firſt AG of Sale nam'd, ſhould Have, Hold, and Enjoy, all, and ſingular the Pre- 
miſſes, ſmbjelt toſuch irnit and Uſes, as by that AF, or in, or by Authority of Parliament ſhould be thereafter further direffed and appointed, 
And in pu-rſuirce of this Power reſerved to you, and received from you, Not cnely the Commiſſzoners of Worſters Houſe have gran= 
ted divers Kepriſes for lands fold by the firſt A of Sale( which Comprehends your Petitioners Eſtate) But the Tr»/tees of Dru- 
rp. Honſe, and Commiljtoners of Haberdaſhers Hall, have cone thelike, upon Judgments given by the Court of Articles, author1- 
7ing the lame. 


Your Petitioner the refore moſt humbly prazes 


1. That thoſe memorable Ads of Juſtice which have been done by your Noble Anceſtors in former times, as well as 
thole, by your own appointment of a later date, may be tought worthy of your Conſiderations, 

2, That the names of Fohn Stzwell, and Edward $tawell (your Petitioners two ſons) together with his Own, may 
be blotted out of the AF of Attainder. 

3. That he may bereſtored by Aft of Parliament to the polleſſion of his Eſtate, freed, and diſcharged from all Se. 
quzſtrations, Sales Seizures, Grants, Incumbrances, or other Dilpoſitions whatſoever, mace either ofthe whole, or 
any part thereof, fince the time his Articles were firſt granted unto him. 

4. That he may have LI iverty and Indempnity tor his Perſon 5 That his Articles, together with the Judgement given 
thereupon the 15th of Auguſ# 1553 may in all reſpetts be made good unto him; And that the aforeſaid Judgments res 
covered agaiaſt him, may be Nu//4 and Vacated, 

5. In regard the profits received out of his Eſtate for the time it remained under Sequeltration ( which have 
been accuunted for unto the Publique) do not amount unto the value of his Fine duc by the faid Articles, That a pro- 
portionable ſumm agreeable with his Articles, may be deducted out of the 25-001. mentioned in, and found as 
damages by the Judgment atoreſaid, in lieu of his Fine and Compoſition. 

6. Whereas you have been pleaſed by your AR dated the 18th of June 1 645, to Declare, kow much you are con- 
cern'd in Honoxr and Juſtice, That the Fa:ih of your 4rmies ſhould be made good, and receive no violation : And that 
the Certificates , Orderszand Awards mide by the Commiſſzoners in that A&t named, ſhould be Corncluſive, Binding, and 
Obſerv'd by all Courts of Juſtice, Commiſſioners, Committees, and perſons Concerned, Any Law, Order, or Ordinance 
to the Contrary notwith!tanding ; He humbly prayes, That the Obedience ſhewn to ſo juſt and poſitive a com- 
mand may be examined : That his Eſtate may be exceptedout of any general A& which ſhall be paſs't for the 
Conſirmation of Sales: And that his Cauſe {being more thenof a private concernment) may have the Honour to be 
heard at your Bar, 

7. Andlaltly, Fors\much as his Credit and Forturer are reduc't to ſoequal a proportion, that neither of them is able 
toatford unto him his daily >read, without your favourable aſſiſtance ; It is his humble ſuir, That the weekly Per ſoon 
of ſix poxnds tormerly granted unto him (with the arrears) may be fo continued and paid, as to prefervea Giltretled

SHEWETH, 


Hatyour Petitioner was compriſed in the Articles made upon the Surrender of the City and Garriſon of Exeter, bearing date the 8th, of April, 1646. And afterwards confirm'd —_— 

ment,by the 12, of which ſaid Articles it was agreed, That no perſon therein compriſed ſhould be queſtioned, ur accountable for any Act paſt done by them, or any other by their pro» 

curement, relating unto the unhappy differences between the late King and Parliament; they ſubmitting te realonable and moderate Compoſition for their Eſtates, which the then Ge- 
merall Sir Thomas Fairefax was really to endeayour with the Parliament, that it ſhogld not exceed two years value of any mans reall Eſtate,& for perſonal according to the ordinary Rules not exe 
ceeding that Propoſition 3 which Compoſition being made, they ſhould ademairy for their perſons and enjoy thr Eſtates, and all other immunities without payment of Fifth or 
Twentieth part, or any Mer Taxes, or [mpoſitions, exc-pt what ſhould M* then after charged upon them by the 25 ara of Parliament, ; 

And it waby the 21. Article further og Tha: no oath, covenanrt,proteſtation,or ſubſcription relating,thereunto ſhould be impoſed upon any perſon compriſed in the ſaid articles,but only 
ſuch as ſhould bind all perſons aforeſaid not to bear Arms againſt the Parliament of Erg/and, nor wiltully do any a& prejudiciall to their affairs, whil it they remain'd in their Quarters: And your 
Peritioner accordingly had a Certiticaticate under the hand, and Seal of the then Generall, dated the 14. of April, 1646. ſignifying that he was to have the benefit of the ſaid Articles. 

That the 15th of July, 1546. He came to I odor to make his Compoſition 3 and according to an Order of Parlizment of the 24. of Jz/y, 1646. And within the time thereb limited,undertook b 
a Subſcription under his hand, not to bear Arms againſt the Parliament, according to the intention of the ſaid Order and the 21%. Articlez And upon the 24th. of the ſame July, preferred his - 
Pe:ition 1n perſon to the Committee at Goldſmiths-Hall for compounding with Delinquents, praying to Compound according to the ſaid Articles; but was not admitted; becauſe he refu- 
{cd to take the Negative Oath and Covenant : - And was the 1 3th, of Au2»/?, 1645. (For ſuch his refuſall only) committed firſt to Elz- Houſe, afterwards by Order of the then Houſe of Commons 
Newgate, for High-Treaſon in Levying war againſt the Parliament, where he continued almoſt four years, and in that time was ſeverall times Indicted for High-Treaſon,and twice arraigned 
for his Lite, at the then Kings Berch-Bar; And Judgements obtained againſt him in perſonall Actions for 7000 1. or thereabouts in damages; And all this for Acts relating unto tte nnhappy 
differences between the late King, and Parliament, and beforethe date of the ſaid Articles. 

Thacin July, 1650. He was by Order of the High Court of Juſtice, removed from Newgate to the Tower, and there kept in cloſe Cuſtody ; and the 17t,. of December, 1650. And divers dayes 
after, tryed for his Life before the ſaid High Court, who after man dayes Triall, Examination of witnelles, a ſtri& inquiry into his actions,and the performance of the Articles on his part, did 
find, That he was compriſed in the ſaid Articles, and had ſubmicted to Compoſition accord'ng tothe ſaid Articles of Fxeterz and thereupon did not proceed to ſentence, but certified their 
p:oceedings to the Parliament as by the annexed Certificate appeareth. 

That ever ſince the ſaid Tryall.Juntill Order was given by x 6 Court of Articles to admit him to his Bayl, he hath been kept a cloſe Priſoner, and his Eſtate Sequeſtred ſince the Date of the 
faid Articles, the profits whereof untill the Sale under Sequeſtration, and the damages by him ſuſtained thereby, amount to above 25ceo |. belides his Impriſcnment, and hazard of his Lite. 

That his Eſtate by an At of the 16th of July, 1651, was (amongſt others) declared forteited for Treaſon, and hath been fince, all, or the greateſt part thereof ſold accordingly although 
— he, nor bis Sons, or Servants, have been any way engaged againſt th: preſent Government fince the ſaid Articles, nor loſt the benefit of them by any default of his tince the granting 
OTTNE lame. 

All which apyezring to the Court of Articles, and being fully proved before them by your Petitioner in the proceedings had upon his Petition to be relieved upon his Articles, the ſaid 
Court upon tull hearing ot his Cauſe, and all parties therei2 concern'd having taken the ſame into their ſerious confideration z and how far the Faith of the Army, and Honuuraud Juſtice of 
the Parliament, and N :tion were concerned in this, and the like Caſes, that right be done, and no violation of Articles permitted 3 And being fatisfied that your Petitioner was fully capable 
of the relief intended to perſons within Articles, in purſuance of the power and trult to them commited, by their Judgement and Decree, bearing date the 1 5. day of Augu/?, 1653. Did Kc- 
ſolve, Declare and Adjudge, That your Petitioner had good right, and by his ſaid Articles ought to be admitted to compound for his whole Eſtate, b«,th reall and perſonall according tothe Te» 
nor of the ſame Articles, Notwithſtanding any the Settlements, Sales, or Contracts thereof made,at ſuch rates, and in ſuch manner, as others compriſed within the ſaid Articles have done. And 
the Commiſtioners for compounding with Delinquents were alſo thereby enabled, authorized, and required to permit your Petitioner to compound for his whole Eſtate as aforeſaid : And in 
reſpett of thoſe great loſſes, and ex({tream damages which your Petitioner had ſuſtained by the Sequeſtration and detention of his Eſtate, and the P:ofits received out of it, forabove ſeven 
years laſt paſt before the ſaid Decree, and by felling of his Woods, and Timber, and otherwayes for want of being admitted toa timely Compoſition. The ſaid Court did Order and dire the 
ſaid Commiſſioners, to cauſe an exat account, tobe made of the Rents, Iilues, and Profits received for, or out of his Eſtate, fince he firſt ſubmitted to compoſition, recommending unto their 
conſideration the proofs before taken in the ſaid cauſe,Copies whereot atteſted by the Kegiſter,were for that purpoſe preſ nted unto them : And that if the ſaid Committioners ſhould find the

Thirdly, By the dangerous conſequences that may iclult from the preſent decay 
of the Trade of Clothing ( the main ſupportof the poor of theſe Parts.) And laſtly, After alltheſe imminenc 
dangers, by being lefc almoſt wholly deſtitute of means to prevent them , for ſince the late remoyall of the 
laſt Lievteaant, we have no Captains appointed over our Trained Bands to draw them together upon occall- 
on, orto diſcipiine them inthe mean time. 


All cheſe weighty conſiderations enforce us to make our inſtant addrefſe to this honourable Houſe, 
humbly craving the continuance of your uttermoſt e-d.ayours for the removall of that obſtruQtive 
party from the Houſe of Peers ; and that our poor diitiefſcd brethren in Ireland may be forthwith 
alsiſted, and the whole Kingdom (eſpecially this County ſpeccily put into a Poſture of defence, by 
ſerting fit and able Captains over the Trained Bands, and furviſhingthem with lawfull power to 
exerciſe and traintheir Companies; As alſo by appointing the lexyying of more Arms in ſupply of 
thoſe many that were carried away and loſt in the Northern expedition.

mon for all manner of Commonable Beaſts without number,and Common of Eſtovers,and divers other great Privi- 
ledges and Advantages in i 9p Chaſe, which of late hath been endeavoured to be taken from them: Firſt, by 
ſeverall Comm. ſhons under the Great Seale of Englend, grounded 'upon ſeverall Orders made by the late Lerd 
Proteftor, and his Council, which inthe yeare 1656. ified to William Duwvill, Paul Nicholl, Fohn Boynton, 
Hagh Webb, Major Rolfe, and Nicholas Gunton, impowering any three of them ( amongſt other things ) toſurvay the ſayd Chaſe, 
to heare and determine your Petitioners Rights, and to allow ſatisfaRion for them, whereof nevertherleſs your Petitioners were 
for ever to be debarred ( if their Claimes were not made within thirty dayes after publick notice, and all Officers Military were 
commanded to affiſt the Commiſſioners. By colour whereof { the two former Commiſſioners refuſing, the foure latter did aR, 
and they put your Petitioners to many Attendances, and thoſe Military Officers did take away the Goods, and did beat and wound 
ſome of the perſons of your petitioners, and their Servants. But before the Work was finiſhed (wviF,) In the yeare 1656. a 
Parliament was called and held, which having appointed a Committce concerning the foure Foreſts of Needwood , Kinſwood, 
Aſhdown, and Sherwood, purſuant to an Ordinance made the thirticth of A#guſt , ſixteen hundred fifty and foure, for the ſale of 
them to pay ccrtaine publick Debts, which the Proſecuters of the Encloſure of Enfeld Chaſe underſtanding , and that ſuch Or- 
dinances would faile, as were not confirmed by Parliament, they by untrue Information, that your petitioners were conſenting 
thereto, procured Enfield Chaſe to be comprehended in the ſame AR of Parliament, of Confirmations with the other Foreſts, 
upon which A& Inſtrufttions were grounded, wherein the ſame foure perſons are named Commiſſioners on the behalt of the pro- 
ſecuters of the ſame Incloſure z and Sir Richard Lucy, Henry Marſh, Fobn Barnes, Paul Nichols, and Mr. Wilford, on the behalf 
of your petitioners, by the Judgment of which Commiſſioners, Allowances were to be made for your petitioners Intereſts, con- 


_ which, your petitioners ſhall herein onely ſay, that Sir Richard Lucy, and Mr. Marſh could not be prevailed with to at, nor 


the other three for a long time z being all, or moſt of them, as itſecmeth ( though named by the other party ) convinced in their 
Judgments, that your petitioners were very much wronged therein, and under colour of the execution ot iuch power, the Commil- 
ſioners cn the behalt ot the proſecuters, have retuxned a ſurvey of the ſayd Chaſe, containing leſs by about two thouſand Acres, 
then former ſurveys co. All which the purchaſers have withour paying any thing for the ſame, and of the number of Acres returned,

It is as we believe, that forms which came into this land with the firſt plantation of Religion here,and God fo 
bleſt this 1ſband, that Religion came carly in with the firſt dawning of the day very neare or in thetime of the 
Apoſtles themſelves, And in the ſucceſſion of all after ages the ſame hath becn conſtanily maintained among us, 
and that without any eminent interruption or gainefaying eventill theſe our dayes, 

And now from the comfortable expericnce which we feele and which our Fathers have told us of the conveniency 
and modcration of this government together with the antiquity of the ſame (a ſtrong argument of Gods ſpeciall 
protection) we de in all humilicy repreſent and pray that the ſame may be ſtill preſerved entire inal! the parts 
_— , profeſling yet withall that we heartily diſclaime all ſcandalous Innovation and Popiſh corruption 
whatſoever, 

And we are the more incouraged in this ſuit, becauſe we finde it to be the unanimous anduudivided requeſt and 
vote of this whole Country, who cannot without ſometrembling entertaine a thought of change. In all which we 
do not preſumeto give any rales,but as itbecomes ns, humbly declare and open our owne breaſts,& labour todel:ver 
our owne ſoules in teſtimony of our Loyalties and diſcharge of our conſciences,who ſhall ever take comfortto finde 
the ſame way of honoring God, continucd in his owne Houſe of prayer, the Lawes of the Land put to aRtuall exc- 
cutlon,the peace and government ofthe Church preſerved, the rumord alterations declined, and the diſtraQtions 
already too viſible uit therenpon avoyded. . | 

And as wedoubt not but your great wiſdomes will take care that our Doctrine, and Diſcipline eſtabliſhed ſhall 
be {ll in force, and obſerved, untill by ſome abſolute Law, and the opinions of learned Convocations, or Synod 
(according to the Cuſtome of our prudent fore-Fathers in beſt times) 1t be otherwiſe ordained.

The ©rgl:|þ Trade by reaſon of our generall diſtraCtiorts and feares is ſo much decayed, that Countrey Trade(- 
men can not pay their debts in Zonaonas formerly, 

The great ſummes of money unduely taken by his Majeſtics Officers and Farmers, for impoſitions uponMer- 
chandize exported and imported, and the want of reliefe inCourts of Iuſtice againſt them. ; 

The drawing out from the City great ſummes of money (which is the life and ſpirit of Trade) for hisMajeſtics 
ſervice in the North,and being there imployed is not yet returned. 

Beſrdes all which from what Grong and Rerer oppoſition the Petitioners know net,they have not receiv'd what 
ſo much time and paines wight give and cauſe to hope,but ill incendiaries of theKingdomes and other notorious 
offenders remaine unpuniſhed, the affaires of the Church notwithſtanding many Petitions concerning it and lon 
debate about it remaines unſettled,the Papifts ſtill armed, the Lawes againſt them nor executed,ſome of the mo 
Agive of them ſti]l at Court, Prieſtsand Jeſuites not yet baniſhed, The 1r:jh Popiſh army not yer disbanded, 
Courts of Inftice not yet reformed, and the Earle of Strafford who as now appeares hath counſelled the plunde- 
ring ofthis City, and putting it to fine and ranſome, and ſaid it would never be well till ſome of the Aldermen mere

Royal Grand-father and Father of bleſſed memory did, and all was warranted tothe wearers, and'every perſon knew where to com for remedy as ong as Your

In the year 161g. and inthe year 16 5. they both had intentions to put down this Trade; andyour Royal Grand-father made a Proclamation for the put-

Bullion and Silver, and get one hundred thouſand pounds a year by this ManufaRure for our labor and work manſhi pz your Majeſties Royal Grand- 
father, and Father, ſerled this Trade, and took great pains and care to regulate and reform us. 

We humbly pray your Majeſtie and the Parliamenc that a particular Officer, a man of skill may be imployed to ſearch by land and by water in ſhips, ſhops, & 
to ſeiſe all forreign, French, Dutch, and Flanders gold orilver, 11k or thread laces, he ſhall tinde imported contrary to your Majeſties late Proclamation,

And if your Majeſty graciouſly be pleaſed to doas your Royal Father did upon the complaint of the C ompany of Goldſmith 1634. and upon clear proves 
of many abuſes in the Trade, in daily ſelling courſ ſlight gold and filver in all the aforeſaid ManutaQtures. Your Majeſties Royal Father rook the Government 
and care of this Trade into his own hands, and would not cruſt Refiner: nor Wiredrawers with a Corporation, but appointed Orders, Inftructions, and Com- 
miſſioners, and a Proclamation to reſtraine all offencesand abuſes; and burnt and deſtroyed all courſe ſlight gold and filver in any theſe ManufaRures. 

And your Majeſties Royal Fathers Commiſſioners, made orders for the ſuppreſling all Wheels and unlawful Engines, during which regulation, all our work- 
mafters and wiredrawers was tied from making thin, ſlight, and adulterate gold and filver thread, there was a due proportion of filver to filk; this Manufacture 
made all of good ſilver according to the Rule, and a ſubſtantial bodie of filver to returne to the melting potz the Wheels, and all flight and adulterate filyer 
and gold thread burnedand deſtroyed ; we your poor Petitioners bad a comfortable living, and all theſe ManufaRures juſtly made, and this we know to be 
true. 

We humbly pray, a Reformation of all abuſes in this Trade and a Confirmation, and Proclamation, T hat it is Jour Majeſtres and the Parliaments pleaſure npon Ree 
forming the abuſes and dre making of all theſe Manufattures, that all perſons be invited andenconraged to near gold and filver lace, it being a Mannufatture 
that imploys ſo many poor.

Peace, 200d order, and happineſs of the moſt Ancient, and moſt Well-governed City, We had almoſt ſaid in the World ; bur ſurely 
We may ſay in this Nation, when-as the multitude of Inhabitants in and abour it is confidered. Our Government ftands upon to 
ſupporis, The laudable Cuſtome cf ir time out of mind, and ſeveral very Ancient Chatrers, which have been confirmed by ſundry Acts 
of Parliament 3 Andin them theſe are efſencial , That the Mayor of the City aforeſaid, be choſen by the Citizens of che'ſame City ;

I V. That your Petitioners for cerrain years laſt paſt , have undergone very great Preſſures and Burthens by the Tyrannical and 
Ctuel Uſage of the Commiſſioners and Farmers of thar molt unjuſt , arbitrary and illegal Tax, by ſentencing, tining and difiraining 
your Petitioners , and by ſeizing their Eſtates , Impriſonmene of their Bodies , demoliſhing their Brew-houſes , and turning 
'them, their Wives, Children and Families our of doors, ina molt Barbarous manner (in the Name of Ol;ver Cromwel, and for 
[rhe Advancement of his Revenue , as th then called it )) And that without Trials by Juries, whereby your Petitioners have been, 
{nd ill are, very much impoveriſhed, and many of them utterly ruined , and enſorcedto forſaketheir Trades, 


Your PeritiOners thereſore moſt humbly pray, thar ſuch an oppreſſion may not be confirmed by a Lay, but that Your Honours will 
be pleaſed to take their ſad and ruinous Condition into Your grave Conſiderations, and to diſcharge the Exciſe impoſed on Beer 
- Ale : That thereby they may be enabled more cheerfully to bear their equal part and proportion of the Charge and Burthens 
of this Kingdom, with the xelt of the good People thereof, according to the Fundamental Laws ; And more eſpecially, now when 
the SubzeRs of this Kingdom are full of expetation ( by the happy Reſiauration of His Sacred Majelty, and Freedom of Parlia-- 
rents ) to enjoy their If ſt and Ancient Liberties.

Fire, becauſe by theprerenaed Lays of Exciſe, the Brewer 15 made tne ColleRor thereof at his great charge and pains, for which hc

Secordly, Pecuuie the common Brewers, (whoſe Families arenumerous, as alſo the poor ViRuallers) pay Exciſe for that which is 
expended in their own Families ; whereas all other houſe-keepers who brew for themſelves, are Exciſe-free. 

Thirdly, Becauſe the Vieluallers are much impoveriſhed by this bucthen of Exciſe , being unable to raiſe that greac charge, dealing 
much with pocr people, and refrained by former Laws from ſelling ar higher Rates , whereby they are rendered inſolvent to the Brewer , 
bo h for Exciſe and Principal,it often happening that the Brewer pays Exciſe where he loſeth all. 

Fourthly, Becauſe the allowance of two Barrels and half 1n twenty two and a half, for Ate ; and three Barrels and half in rwenty three 
and a halt tor Beer, granted for Returns, Lecadge, Filling , Chriſwaſc Beer, and other Wafts and Accidents incident to the Trade of 
Brewirg, areno way aniwerable to the great loſs they receive thereby; 

Fijthly, Becauſethar by the pretenced Lays of Exciſe the Brexersare to clear their Aecompts weekly for the ſaid duty, whereas they 
ſeldom receive the Exciſe of the ViEtualler untill the Ale and Beer be retailed, and ſometimes bur once a year,which is an Increaſe of the 
Brewers dead ſtock one fifth part, and cannot be remedied by reaſon of the Vicluallers inability to advance monyes.

F:irft, Becauſe the Commiſſioners , and Sub-Commiſſioners zre both Judges and Parties,they having Poundage out of the very Income 
of Exciſe, according to what they are -_ by their Officers to extort of the Brewers. 

Secondly, The Commiſhoners, and Sub-Commiſſioners , are both Jud es and Jurors, chey judging both of the Law , and alſo of th 
FaR, and that for their own advantage, denying us Tryals,cither by the Sage of the Land, or Jurors, which is our Birch-right. 

Thirdly, Becauſe the Gagers, and other Officers of Exciſe, have a Power at unſeaſonable times, by night , and by day , to enter into our 
nouſes, to our great diſturbance, contrary to Magna Charts, Which ſaith, Every man's Houſe ts his Caſtle. 

Fourthly. Upon Levying of their Fines , _ of Diſtreſs og Impriſonmenc, we have been denyed Repler;ns, and likewiſe our Habeas 
Corpus , and conſequently the benefit of the Common Lay due to Free-born Exg/s/h-mer.

7 Counſels of others of late, who treading in the ſteps of our former Oppreſſors made many of us fear 

our latter end would be worſe then our beginning, But the Almighty turned their Counſels into 

ſooliſhneſs, and hath in Peace reſtored the Po'ver and Authority of the Nation to the People, whoſe undoubred rightir

That the firſt putting a Garifon intothat Towne, was 
pretended to be to defend it againſt the Papifts at home, and the invaſion of forraigne Enemies: Since 
thattime, the Gates have beene ſhut againſt Our gracious Soveraigne,andentrance denyed to His own 
Royall Perſon, ſeverall perſons have bcene throwne out of the Towne, and expelled from their owne 
Freeholders, and perſonall Eſtates, and ſome part of the Countrey is drowned by Sir 795 Hetham, to 
any Families. Sallies have beene made with Armed mea,who have burned and plundered houſes,and 
murthered rheir fellow SubjeRs, (when we were confident of a Ceſſatien,) with all the circumſtances of rage and cruelty, 
which uſes to be contracted by a long and bloody War.

lefſe they will ſell the ſame at an inconfiderable value, or double the like 
Summes upon the Credit of the COM MON-wEALTH, which they 
cannot doe. 

Many of your Petitioners , have freely and voluntarily lent their Me- 
neys and Plate, with other uſefull Materials for the uſe and benefic of the 
COMMON-WEALTH upon the PUBLIKE FAITH, and 

Propoſitions to be payed again out of Delinquents eſtates, &c. Many of them having borrowed upon 
Credit to ſupply the neceſſities of the COMUMON-WEALTH, ( paying Intereft for the ſame unto 
this very day;) and Many of them being in Poverty ; Many of them ſuffering Impriſonment for want of 
the ſame Money to fatisfie their Creditors; Many of the faces of the Poore Creditors bong pou 
away by reaſon thereof, as may be ſeene by their Countenances ; and Many have been forced through 
neceflity to ſell rheir Bills and Debts for — 5.s. - 4.5. = 3.5. yea lefſe then Two fhillings in the Pound 
The eyes of Many of your Pctitioners fayle with longing ExpeRations for the performancs of Your Pro. 
miſes upon» their Ingagements ( they having deeply ſuffered for theyr Conſtant good affeKions to the 
PUBLIKE;) Many of them faint with Sighing ; for the Rich men by theſe deficiencies are rempred 
more and more to Peaxr after the duſt which i Tyon the Heads of many of Your poore CREDITORS, 
which maketh Them weary, and in the bitterneſs of their Hearts, in the midſt of their pyning and 
periſhing Condition, wiſh for A NEW REPRESENTATIVE, which aay make better 
Provifion for Them. 


Beſides, divers well-affe&ed Perſons have Money due from the COUMON-WEALTH, upon the 
Credit of the late King, Queene, and Prince, and are in- great neceſſity for want of ir to ſupply 
Themſelves and Families. 


In the midſt of Your Petirioners cloudy Calamities what ſhall they doe or ſay, for they have 
waytcd patiently Many of them above Seayen yeares, but their Hopes have beene hitherto deferred ; 
Notwithftanding divers faire Propoſals have been made to the Committee of PARLIAMENT for 
Matters of great Importance tending to their Full and ſpeedy Satisfaction. And Collonel PRIDE, 
with others, haye made an Ingagement and Subſcribed it with rheir Hands in relation thereunto 3 For 
which Undertaking they deferve as wee humbly Conceive, to be had in perpetuall Remembrance by the 
COMMON-WEALTH.

power and revenue to defend and prote& the peoples Eſtates againſt all enemies forreign and domeſtick, And the King and People have been mutually engagedrto each other, He to 
Govern them according to the Laws and Cuſtoms of the Realm, They to doe Homage, pay Rents, and other Services to him, whereby there was a certzin truſt and aſſurance oneis 
the others conſtant help and afſiſtance in times of danger, | | 

And whereas the [nheritance of the whole Realm being thus vertually in the Head, all particular Inheritances muſt depend mediately or immediately upon the Head, 

And the late King was undoubredly the Head of this Body, and was engaged by Oath to govern it according to Law, and had from us the honour, allegeance and ſupport dye vnto 
him. But by H's warring againſt us, He and His Foſterity and Race (not without His own Royal! aſſent} have been made uncapable of future Government over us : Since which, theſe 

Nations are become headleſſe, every Inheritance being legally endangered or drowned in default ofa ZORD PARAMONT, from whom we may jultly challenge proteRicn of our 
Lives, Liberties and Eſtates, upon that ancient and lawtull conſideration of Homage, Rents,and Services whic!) are now unpaid : And there is no voluntary, or legall engagement from 
your Highneſſe to the People, or from ther to your Highneſle, in the preſent Government. Bur (as it ſeemeth to many) either Party ( without breach of cruſt, or clog of conſcience) 
may deſert the other in times of danger. ; | | | | 

And foraſmuch as your Highneſs is atually The Perſon of moſt eminency under GOD in our deliverance from the ſaid late King and His Party at home, and the Dxr. b and other 
[-orreign enemies {ariſen as it were out of His duſt) from abroad. 

Therefore we are reſolved (as much as in vs lies) to eſtabliſh You in che ſame power, and to doe unto you the ſame homage and fealty the ſaid late King and His Anceſtors had : Ie 

. being (as we conceive) our moſt probable aſſurance to reap the crop that hath coſt ſo much labour and charge in plowing and ſowing. 

And the Petitioners are neceſſitated hereunto,out of our doubt and difſatisfaRion of ſafety under the preſent Government (as it is EleRive) and the ſenſe we have of the many 
dangerous Plots from thence emboldned to be pur in execution againſt your Highneſſe, not onely by CHARLES STU ART who (though diſabled as aforeſaid) is moſt apt 
and vigilant to improve every defeR, or pretended miſcarriaze in Government, for his owne advantage, and hopes of reſtitution (when any opportunity or change ſhall be) and by 
many other ſequeltred, and Licomented perſons, from whom no better is to be expeRed : But by ſome of thoſe that have engaged with Us in the ſame Cauſe, and had the ſame De- 
liverance, and therefore ought to be alike thankfull , Yet have ſeduced many into an opinion, that the Legiſlative power is wholly loſt and extinguiſhed, and cannot be exerciſed 
any more ; becauſe by the late Inſtrument of Government, it was conferred on your Highneſſe and Councill, to continue till the meeting of the firſt Parliament, and the firſt Par- . 
liament having ſince met, your Highneſle power, ſay they, is thereby determined. And doe hence pretend a neceflity of laying downe the ancient and legal| Government, and 
conſtitution of theſe Nations, that this Pohtick body may be altered wholly into an Eccleſiaſticall body, under the notion of a tifth Monarchy. When as in all mens Judgements 
there is the ſame neceſlity of Moneys to be raiſed, and of Lawes and Ordinances to be made for the Peace and welfare of theſe Nations, now as before that Aſſemblies meeting. And 
there ought to be the ſame Power for the ſame purpoſes ſtill. And if the former Eccleſiaſtical! power (although limited by civill Magiſtracy) did nevertheleſſe in all Ages eclipſe 
the power of the greateſt Kings and Emperors, and occaſioned many Perſecutions and troubles in the Church of G O D, and their Dominions : How much more will the like power 
in a little time, tyrannize and perſecute without mercy, if it may reigne without limits? For the Petitioners doe finde, that the ſpirit of Perſecution is in many ſo vigorous, that where 
it cannot worke in the old way by a coercive power in Courts Ecclefiaſticall ; It breaketh forth in all Courts of Civill Juſtice in theſe Nations, more eſpecially upon perſons of molt 
render conſciences. With what violence are many harmleſſe people perſecuted, who left they ſhould be found to maintaine a falſe worſhip (and for no other cauſe} dare not pay 
Tithes ; If any one refuſe to pay the poores rate, the Overſeers can d:{treine, and muſt returne the overplus. Burt in caſes of Tithes, although the Law gives treble the value, yetthe 
Courts of Chancery and Exchequer (ieaving their proper quality, which ſhould be to mitigate and aſſwage the rigor of the Law ) uſe greater extremicities then the Law it ſelfe, and 
doe daily enforce the expence of 30 or 40. times the value, before the Defendants can be admitted to make any defence, and at laſt mutt order an ative obedience (more grievous 
then all the expence. ) Inſtances may be of poor Handicrafts- men, that being in arrear but 2 or 3 s. for I ythe, have been pur to take the Copy of a Bill in one of theſe Courts, of 40 
or 60 and ſometimes 100 ſheets of paper. 

And whereas by the fundamentall Lawes of Eng/and, no mans liberty may be impeached at the ſuit of a common perſon, till firſt he be ſammoned by an originall Writ, (whereia 
the true cauſe of ation, and the certaine debt and dammage demanded is expreſſed, and the plaintiffes exorbitant demands are limirted, by giving caution to proſecute, before a 
Capias ſhould be awarded, ) Yet what grievous oppreſlions befall many innocent perſons, by the granting forth a Capias before the Summons, like an Actachment before a Subpu- 
4? And by the frequent, and almoſt conſtant uſe of feigned and falſe Proceſſe, the Bill of Middlelexe, Latitat & clauſwum fregit, whereupon any perſons, as well Creditors as Deb- 
tors are daily arreſted, upon pretence of vaſt ſums of money owing, (even for ten or twenty thouſand pounds, as cheap as for ten ſhillings) and detained in Priſon for want of baile, 
cill they be ruined in their Eſtates and Credits > Many thouſands have been ſo ſerved, ſome not indebted a penny, others no more then upon a legall ſummons, they could, and would 

| have paid, had not ſudden andunexpeRted arreſts for ſo great ſummes without cauſe, totally diſabled them to pay a penny, by reaſon of the exceſſive charge of Impriſonment. And 
(as things now ſtand) every man is ſubject to this kinde of oppreſlion, whenſoever his adverſary out of deſigne or malice ſhall think fit, and ger the party damnified, is wholly reme- 


dileſſe of reprration. : 


How mercileſſe are ſome towards their ous Debtors, whom they _ to periſh in Priſon, when as they finde, and are convinced, that Impriſonment puts an impoſſibility upon 
erv a 


them, either to ſatisfie their debrs, or to e their generation ? and what inequality is there in the diſpenſations of the Law,that Merchants and Tradeſmen becoming inſolvent, and 
Impriſoned, ſhall be (as it were) fold with their Wives, Children and Eftates, till they pay the uttermoſ farthing : While Gentlemen and others by yielding t lves Priſoners 
many times doe, and may ſecret and ſecure their Eſtates, and live more plentifully within the priſon, then their Creditors can without ? | | 

And what abuſes are uſually put upon the people by that feigned Writ of q#o minus, whereby men dwelling one hundred, or two hundred miles diſtant from zweſtminſter,- are com- 
manded there to appeare perſonally, ſometimes for meere vexation,. but often for five or ten ſhillings, on purpoſe to draw from them moneyes never due, rather then to be at the 


charge and trouble of ſo long a journey, and a ſuit much longer ? 
Theſe injuries, and many others of the like kinde, by ill-diſpoſed perſons, are (more frequently now then ever heretofore.) obtruded upon peaceable and honeſt people, by rea- 


ſon of that opinion, that your Highneſſes power is too ſhort to help the oppreſſed, and to regulate ſo great abuſes. But your Petitioners doubt not but the ſame Legiſlative power 
that was heretofore in King and People, is ſtill as rightfully and naturally in your Highneſle, and the People (on your fide) as he and his Anceftors had it under the title of zYiliam the 
Conqueror : And fince your Highneſle is already under an oath as our chiefe Magiſtrate to defend Us, there wanteth nothing to fixe and make the body compleat and viſible nOW, as 
it was then, and to prevent the hopes and expeRations of all gain-ſayers, and evill-doers, but the reciprocall ingagemencs of the People to your Highneſſe, by their doing homage 
and fealty, for want whereof, many thouſand common perſons, purchaſers of the Lands of the late Kings, Biſhops and Delinquents, are become abſolute and independent Lords, 
which the Law abhors, and is inconſiſtent with their owne ſafety. 

And lince the late Inftrument of Government by declaring your Highneſſe Lord Proteftor of this Common-wealth for your life onely, hath obſtructed Legall homage (which 
cannot be given or taken by any that have lefſe chen an Eftate in fee) and That obſtruction may endanger the health (if not the life) of the whole body, unleſſe it be removed, and 
cannot be removed, unleſle that Legiſlative power now recumbent, and as it were, hidden in your Highneſſe, and the People, be ſpeedily awakned and put in execution.

Us has born and ſuffered under, by an At that was mide iathe dayes of Queen E1;zabeth and King James, 

concerning Swearing Alleigeance tothe King, and denying the Pope's Supremacy ; concerning which A& we 

defire You to take into Your ſerious Conſideration two particulzr Heads. Firſt, That this At was made a- 
gainſt Popiſh-Recuſants, which we are none; for we doutterly deny both Pope and Popery, Secondly, This A@ was 
made againſt them that were Swearers, and can Swear ia other Caſes, which we cannot upoa the Account of our Con - 
ſciences 3 only becauſe Chriſt Jeſus. our Lord and King, has commanded us not to Swear at all, And the Apoſtle 
James that writ to the Twelve Tribes, which by the Law of God was commanded to Swear by the Lord only ; yet 
after Chriſt had commanded thoſe that followed him, in his Sermon in the A/0unt, That they ſhould not Swear at all, 
but that their yea, ſhould beyea, and their nay, nay, and whatſoever is more, cometh of Evil. The ſame Apoſtle that 
writ to the Twelve Tribes, that did and might formerly Swear, charged them that they ſhould not Swear by Heaven, 
nor by Earth, nor by any other Oath, leſt they did fall into Condemnation ; And this is the only cauſe why we who are 
of tender Conſciences, dare not bre«k« Chriſts command, neither refiſt the Apoſtles DoCtrive, for tear we fall into con- 
denmationz Wedare not take 3ny Oath in any caſe, though it be never ſo much to our advantage, or diſadvantage. 
And for this cauſe have we ſuffered, many of us Impriſonment, ſome Ten years, ſome a Dozen years, and ſome _- 
ended their dayes in Priſon upon this Account : And we may fay as the Apoſtle ſaid, we do ſtil] ſtand in Feopardy every 
hour; Sothat if any of us be brogght before a Magiſtrate, by ſuſpicion, or pretence of a ſuſpicion, when they can find 
nothing againſt us, nor that we are guilty of the breach of any Law: The next thing is, ro terder us the Oath, and by 
that they know they can caſt us into Priſon and ſpoil our goods. And ſo nov, that vve have thus long ſuffered under 
this heavy Opp:eſlion, vve cannot but commitrit to Your ſerious Conſideration 3 And our faithfulnets,and Tnoffenſiveneſs 
in our behaviour tovyards the Government, Ye cannot be ignorant «f, fince,that almoſt theſe-Fifteen years You have had 
experience of us: for though vve have beena ſuffering People, and have futicred much, buth in our Bodies and Eſtates; 
yet Yenever had, nor never ſhall have any juſt cauſe, to in2ke any Lavvs, or lay any Penalties upon us, for it is our faith 
and principleto vvalk honeſtly, and faithfully, and juſtly rovvards our Supericurs, and all Men, and todo unto all, as 
vve yvould have them to dauntous 3 And this fulfils the Royal Lavv of God : yer at this very day and jurGure of time, 
ſeveral ct us do ſuffer, and are j_—s as Popiſh-Recuſants inſeveral Counties, and above Tvvemy returned into the 
Exchequerout of one County for the ſame caulez belides, many more vvho haye of late ſuffered very greatly jn their 
Eſtates upon the late A againſt Conventicles,to the ruining ot many Families ſince the Kings Proclamation came forth ;

SDOVCE any longer (with the honour ofthe King )abſtain from making this Com- 
plaint, which ſhe doth make to the Lordsthe States, upon the Order which hath beene 
given to ſearch and arreſta Veſlell which ſhe hath fraighted and laden with divers goods 
belonging to her, for which the Lords States have granted her a Paſport The Queene 
doth make no difficulty to avouch the tranſporting of Ammunition, as far as 1t 1s abſo- 
lutely neceſſary for her ſafeguard ; She hath choſen to furniſh her ſelfe this way, rather 
then by that of asking a licenſe, becauſe of an Order made by the States to hinder che 
tranſporting of Armes and Ammunition for the King, or for the Parliament ; which Or- 
der the King hath had great reaſon to think very partiall ſor the Parliament, paralelling 
them with Liu ; but the not obſerving ofthis Order hath been more offenſive to him, 
eſpecially ſince the aboveſaid Parliament have cauſed much Ammunition to bee tranſ- 
ported over, and have bought Veſlels, to imploy them againſt the King.

The PakLIaMENT under the Power of the SWORD. 


Edneſday the 6. of Decemb.1648. before eight in the morning, the Army ſent a 

Party of Horſe and Foot to beſetall Pafſages and Avenues to the two Houles 

of Parliament to fright away the Members; yet many Members of us repai- 

ring to the Houſe, were ſeized upon, and carried Priſoners by the Soul- 

diers into the Queens Court ; nothing being objected againſt us; nor no Authority 
vouched for it: Colonel Birche and Maſter Edward Stephens were pulled out of the 
Houle of Commons, as they looked out at che dore : at laſt the number ſhut up Priſo- 
ners inthe Queens Court amounted to 41. And Hugh Peters came to us and avowed this 
as the Act of the Generall, and Lieutenant Generall : So did Col: Hewſon, about 4. of 
the Clock that day we were told by an Officer, that we muſt be caried to Wallingford- 
Houſe, and ſo put into Coaches : But before, this hapned, I ſhould have told you, That 
the Sergeant of the Houſe of Commons was ſent with his Mace from the Houſe to com- 
mand our attendance there ; and came into the Queens Court to us, but the Guard 
would not let us out : He was ſent againe with his Mace for us, but then the Guards 
upon the Houſe would not let the Sergeant come to us; at laſt the Coaches aforeſaid (to 
ut the greater ſcorne upon the Parliament ) carried us all to Maſter Dukes Ale-houſe in 
Hell, and there thruſt us in to ſpend che Night without any accommodation of Beds, &c. 
only C. Hewſon came to melons oftered it as a curteſie, that ſome of the Eldeſt ſhould be ſuffe- 


red to lie at home that Night, engaging to render themſelves the next morning by 9 of the Clock 
at (C. Hewſons lodgings in Whitehall ; which was refuſed, it not being thought fit we ſhould 
ſo farre owne an uſurped Authority. All this is donein purſuance of the Armies laſt 
Remonſtrance and Declaration, and in ſubverſion of theK i x 6, and His Poſterity, Par- 
liament, City, and Kingdome ; the utter extirpation of al Law, Government, and Reli- 


gion : and the converting of our wel-regulated Monarchy into a military Anarchy, with 
a popular Parliament of the meaneſt of the Commons, onely at the beck of the Army : 
| appeale to Heaven and Earth whether the attempt of Germin, Goring, &c. to bring up the 
Northerne «Army to London to over-awe the Parliament ; which attempt onely was then 
voted Treaſon : whether the Tumulr of Apprentiſes at the Parliament dore, ſo everely 
proſecuted againſt che City, were comparable to this Rebellion: The Members ſo ſur- 
prized are almoſt all ſuch as have loſt for their conſtant ſervice to the Parliament, and 
have gotten nothing. : Their Names follow :

He holy Ark of the Church and State having been fo long and fo highly toffſed under diyers 
tempeſtuous ſtorms, threatning a Shipwrack ; the inſolent Mariners found out a ſtrange Ex- 
pedient to. preſerve the almoſt foundred Ship, by throwing the Pilot over board, that the 
themſelves might fit ar Stern-; which they have manag'd ſo ill, rhat the Ship had been long 
ſince ſunk under their baſe and unskilful ConduQt, had not that Celeſtial Pilot by a ſtrong hand moſt mi- 
raculouſly proteed her from the moſt dangerous Rocks and Sands, by whole wiſe and powerfull ſtee- 
rage (a Calm being made) I hope ſhe will ſuddenly Anchor in the Old and fate Haven. The late deſpe- 
rate Pilots, the new State-mongers (the better to contrive their curſed Deſigns, and ſecure their guilty 
ations from a future juſt account, and keep their il|-gotten Eſtates by the deluge of Church and Crown) 
have ſacrificed two of the moſt honorable Eſtates of Parliament to the fury of their horrid Avarice and 
Ambition, and by the aſſiſtance of their Maſters the Jeſuites, under the ſpecious titles of Godlineſle,

1nperfect delineation of parts from the contrivance and deliberation of the two Houles , and afrerward 
Lite, Liberty, and perfeGtion, from the Kings moſt excellent Majeſty in the Signature of his Royal Con- 
ſent and Approbation. This moſt admired frame of Government (the Glory of our own, and the Envy 
of forreign Nations) in which the ſeveral particular Intereſts of the Kingdom are {o handfomly involy'd in 
**hat publick concern of Parliamentary Government, which ſpeaketh a high fatisfachon to all degrees of 
Perſons, who have their Aﬀeairs tranſated by their own Delegates, both in the preſentment and redreſſe 
of their Grievances, and the conſtitution of wholſom Laws forthe ſecurity of their lives and Fortunes, 
ro which they have reaſon moſt readily to ſubmit in all due obedience , ſeeing they are enacted by their 
own. Repreſentatives in Parliament : which that it may be rightly elected , I make bold to preſent the 
Honorable City and Kingdom with theſe Qualifications. 
1. That no Perſon be Elefled a Member of the ſucceeding Parliament that is an Enemy to Kingly Government. 
2. That none of the SeGaries may be EleSied , who are generally aGed with Faftious Teſnitical Principles 
inconfiftent with the Ancient Eſtabliſhed Government.

Bank in H»//and be fo ull as to |-t out Money, the Englifs may have it at asealie rates as they. 
Then ſecondly, chey haye no more opportunity of thar Forraign Alliances, than the Engii/h 

ave of their Forraign Correſpondents, who are known to hold the ſame equzlly with them 
according to their occaſions. And whoever of theie Perſons fo Naturalized imployeth an Allie 
abroad, ve pay-th as great Factory as the F»g/; do that make uſe of the Strargets,their Cor- 
reſponderts ; And all ot theſe Perſons Naturalized, ar2 es willing, and do as tr.quen:ly and 
conſtantly mploy FaRors, Servants, and Sonnes of Engliſh birth, abroad, where they are ad- 
mirted ro th: ſame liberty as any Engliſh Merchant whatſoever. And then thirdiy, what they

9. Idid not onely refuſe to ſign any new Wrics, but abſolutely obſtruged the ging out of any to fill up chat Houſe, which it it had 
been done, had anſwer'd the defires and expeRations of moſt z and would have ſo ſetled mens minds, that 1 do think it might have pre- 
yented His Majeſties comming in, and continued the Nation under a form of Government, diametrically oppoſite to His M1jeſties.

Nor in 
this muſt or do I forget the Priviledges of boch Houſes of Parliament, which this daies proceedings doth not only violate,bur like- 
witc occaſion the greareſt breach of their Publike Faich that (I deleeve) ever was heard of, with which Iam far from charging the 
two Houſes: for all the pretended Crimes laid againſt me, bear date long before this late Treaty at Newport, in which I having con-

I. FT is pretended, that if Leather be not Tranſported, it cannot be % Manufactured here. 
' Anſwer. 
That this Allegation is not true, for all Leather of our Engliſh growth,and Leather that came from Spain, Turkie, Ireland, Norway, and ſe- 
veral other places was here converted into Wares,ſome hundred of years before the ſaid Act for Tranſportation, and then vended in made Wares. 
Objection. 
It is pretended, that before the Exportation of Leather, That Leather, Raw Hides, and Bark, were ata very low price, 
Anſwer. 

That Leather was atas high a price Twenty years together before the ſaid AQ, as it wasin theſe laſt ſeven years that Leather hath been 
Tranſported, And Raw Hides dearer by 4 4. or 64. inthe ſtore, theſeven years before the ſaid Act, then in the ſeven years ſince the ſaid Act; 
and Bark cheaper fince the ſaid Act, than before. The Reaſon is, becauſ: the Merchant and Tranſporter of Leather hath another way of buy- 
ing Leather, then was uſed by Manufacturers before the ſaid Act, for they bought by the Score or Dicker in the open Faire, or Market, 
where the Leather was viewed, ſearched and ſealed, and if not tan'd ſuthciently Forfeited : and then ycilded a price (if well Tann'd) according- 
ly. And the Merchant or Tranſporter employeth Factors in m»it Countries and Shires in England and [reland, to buy Leather out of the 
Tanners yards, commonly agreeing for ſo many Hides, Backs or Skinns at ſo much per poxn4, before the Hides or Skinns comes into the Tan- 
pits: and ſo the Tanner gives them not half the time they ought by the Statute. Becauſe the leſſe Tanned the heavier they weigh, bringing of 
it neither to the ſaid Faire or Market, to be viewed and ſealed according to Law, And ſo conſequently ſpendeth not half the Bark in Tanning as 
before the ſaid Act, and ſono poſſibility of railing either Bark or _ toany higher price by the Tranſportation of Leather, 

Objedion. 
3. It is pretended, that if Leather ſhould not be Exported many _ ſhould not have employment. 
Anſwer. 

That this Allegation is not true, there being a greater Conſumption of Leather here when Prohibited,than when it is allowed to bee tranſported, 
An1 ſhould it bee tranſported mult of neceſſity Ruine many thouſand Families that are converters of it into Wares there being above one 
Hundred to one more Manufacturers, than Tanners and tranſporters. 

ObjeFion. 

4. That there is not ſo great a Conſumption of Leather as was formerly by reaſon Cloth-Shooes hath of late yeares been worn, and Allome 

Leather, And that there is not ſo much Neat's Leather cut as formerly. 
Anſwer. 

That Cloth Shooes are Lyned with Leather gjoey of our own Growth and that Allome Leather is of our own Growth, And that it hath not 
been known ſince the Memory of any Man Living, That there hath been ſo much Leather MannufaQtured here of our own Growth as is now 
and hath been within theſe late years, By reaſon that Spanifh and Ruſſia Leather is altogether out of Faſhion And ſo conſequently all our Neat's 
Leather would bee here Manufactured and vended as well now as it hath theſe hundred of yeares before the Act, if it bee not Exported.

5. It is ſaid that ſhoves are Prohibited and the relt of our Leathern ManufaQuuries in France, Flinders, and Germany, and that there are

Anſwer. 

'Tis true by very ſad Experience we find it ſince the Act for tranſportation of Leather, to our great loſſe and dammage, as by the Cuſtome 
Houſe Books both in Londou and all other Ports of England hath and will make it appear if Examined that three parts of our tradeis loſt for tranſ- 
porting of ſhooes ſince the ſaid Act for Exporting of Leather. And that if the ſaid Act ſhould be renewed it is certainly believed that the whole 
Trade of tranſporting of Leather in wares will be loſt within two or three years time, to the utter Ruine of many thouſand Families and very many 
poor People, which muſt be forced to go beyond the Seas, if not prevented by the Wiſdom of the Parliamentr For it is moſt certain that if they 
can get our Leather, they will not only Prohibit our Wares made of Leather in France, Flanders and Germany, But inall other Places beyond 
the Seas, 

ObjeFion. 
6. Itis laſtly pretended That if Leather be not Exported, there will be a great Loſſe to the King in the Cuſtome thereof, 
Anſwer. 

That by Certificate from the Cuſtome Houſe London it appears that inthe year 1663 before the Act for tranſportation of Leather, Fifty four 
thouſand three hundred eighty fix pounJ, of ſhoves were tranſported at four ſhillings cight pence per hundred, and in the year 1673 ſince the 
ſaid Act, but Twenty three thouſand nine huudred ſeventy pound of ſhoves were tranſported, which is a very little more than a third part of the 
ſaid Fifty four thouſand three hundred eighty ſix pound : though of all other Commodities a farr greater quantity were Tranſported in 1663 than 
in 167 3.S0 that his Majeſties loſt in every hundred weight of Leather Tranſported three ſhillings eight pence, of what it would have yielded when 
converted into ſhoos, and ſix ſhillings eight pence in every hundred weight of Calve skins of what cuſtome they paid before the ſaid Act which can 
be proved by Certificates or Cuſtome houſe Books of London, Bri#tol and other Places. For Calve skins and all other Leather now pay but 
one ſhilling per hundred Cuſtom, 

That Calve Skins formerly Tranſported were by the dozen, each dozen not cxcecding thirty ſix pound weight, and paid two ſhillings fix 
pence each dozen Cuſtom, and it now appears by the Cuitom-Houſe Book of Londox, that in the year one thouſand fix hundeed ſeventy 
and four, fixtcen thouſand two hundred and ſeventy dozen of Calve-skins were tranſported by the ſaid Act as Leather, and weighed five thou- 
ſand ſour hundred fifty nine C. which at oneſhilling per C, Cuſtom, amounts to two hundred ſeventy ſeven pound nineteen ſhillings, and no 
more, Whereas had the ſaid skins paid the ſaid duty as formerly, His Majeſties Cuſtoms for the ſaid ſixteen thouſand two hundred and ſeven- 
ty dozen of skins, had amounted unto two thouſand twenty three pound fifteen ſhillings, So His Majeſty loſt that year by the ſaid Act in 
his Cuitom by Calve-skins Exported from London, one thouſand ſeven hundred fifry Tre pound ſixteen ſhillings. And alſo it appears by 
Certificate from the Port of Br:ſol; That this lalt year His Majeſty loſt abovea thouſind pound by the Cultom of Calve-skins, And ſo cons 
ſequently His loſs from theſe Ports, and the reit in England in the Cuſtoms of ſhooes and Calve-skins, hath been an hundred thouſand pound in 
theſe laſt ſeven years,fince the ACt for Tranſportation, And His Subjects have loit in every hundred pound worth of Leather tranſported three 
dred pound of what it would have yielded Manufattured, if converted but into the worit of our ManufaCturies, as the Manufacturers there- 


of can prove, with all the relt that is herein inſerted. 


And now finding (to the great loſs of the King, and utter ruine of many hundred of his poor Subjects) that what was alledged for 
the obtaining the ACt for tranſporting of Leather unmanufaCtured, hath by ſeven years experience already proved, that tranſporting 
hath and will lefſen the price of Bark and Raw-hides, and ſoconſequently difincourage the breed of Cattle, and very much impov-

not by any AR, or PraGtiſe, to be Deceived ; ſo as to be deprived of their true intentions, and made ſubſervient to the Wills of others : 


It muſt needs follow, That ſuch Proceedings are deſtry@ive to the very being of EleRions. | 

For it is impoſſible for a man to Vote Two Perſons with equal Aﬀections, ſo as npt to defirethe One, rather than the Other, in caſe he 
cannot have both. Ir therefore follows by neceſſary Conſequence, That the Votes of the EleRors ( if they would not be deceived ) ſhould 
keep time wich their AﬀeRions, which is;not to diſpoſe of their Second Voice, until chey ſee the iſſue of the Firſt : For that, if they be con- 
ſtrained to give both Voices together, it will fall our many times, as in this Caſe, Thac the Perſon, whom the Major part did firſt and 
chiefly Deſire, ſhall be excluded, and others, leſs Deſired, carry the Election. 

So thar it clearly appears, That to Deny the Poll for the Firſt Place ( being che only equal way for all Parties) is no keſſe, then toim- 

poſe upon the Freedom of the Ele&ors, and thereby intrench upon that Right, which the Law hath placed in them. |

- in ſeveral Articles, which maketh the remainder of the Eſtate by a ſtri&t Calculation to be little more than 
* 6s. 8 d. per pound, and that they now offer to the Creditors:for ſatisfa&tion of their Debtsif it be accepted while it may 
| behad. 

* 2. Great Experience hath taught moſt Men the -unprofitableneſs to Creditors of moſt Statutes, eſpecially when taken 
* out againſt Merchants that trade beyond the Seas, except under ſome extraordinary Circumſtances which are not in 
* this Caſe, Comiſſion-Charges and Law-Suits have been known to eat up almoſt the whole of ſome Eſtates, they have 
* made Debtors deſperate, and te take up their reſt in Goals and Priſons, where through ill Counſel they take Reſolutions 
| toſpend their Eſtates, and pay nobody a penny : of this there are too many living inftances. 
* 3. Our own Experience hitherto of the inefteCtualneſs of this Statute feemerh to call with a loud voice upon all-Credi- 
tors to ſtop the progreſs of it, for that the Commiſſioners have ſate now about five or ſix months upon ir, and though 
* they have had the opportunity of examining the Debtors Servants, and as many others as they thought fit from whom 
* any intelligence could be hoped, they have not yet been able (as we underſtand) ro-make diſcoveries (excepting the Land 
| ſetled by way of Joynture) of ſo much ſufficient clear Eſtate as to defray the Charges of the Commiſſion, and fitting of

Bur being not able co underſtand the Depth of the Danger, for better Securiry's ſake, and to avoid 
hazarding of an Encounter upon our ſingle Strength, in which had We been worſted, We ſuppoſed ir 
would have Heightned and Engaged all his Party and FaQtion, We gave immediate Notice by an Ex- 
pre(s to Coll. Rofſzter and Coll. Ingoldsby, whoſe Forces lay the neereſt to Us, as We allo dd to the 
Gentlemen of Oxford and Northampton, to one of which two Counties, we had (ome lautclligence the 
Encmy was Advancing : Hereupon it was thought requiſite, that a Party of Horſe ſhould be Com- 
manded out to attend his Motion, and our Scouts were ſent out to delcry his Number, and keep as 
neer to him as convenient they might ; withall, the ways were every way lo laid, that it. was 1mM- 
poſlible any Addition of Forces could march to him *(if in caſe he expected any) without Fighting 
every ſtep; ſo truly Unanimous and Honeſt waz the whole County. All chat day and night he ho- 
vered zbout the {ame place, as (we imagine) waiting for ſome other Partics, hi; whole Body nor ex- 
ceeding live or {ix Hurdred Men at moſt, buc his Relyance was on che disbanded Souldiers,of whom 
you will find he had very ſtrong allurances ; ſome of them we have now taken Priſoners, and by their 
Examination, we hope to find out the moſt horrid Conſpiracy, in which no doubt there are moſt of 
th: late Grandces engaged lor all their former Diviſions and Animoſicies. Bur according to our 
Expreis Col. Ingo/dsby being eome to us we reſolved to fight him inſtantly, it b-ing rumored that the 
ſecond part of his deſign was playing at London. We were no {ooner in view of the cnemy but he be- 
zanto trot, and that in ſome confuſion ; and we made all the ſpeed we could to charge him, which 
{ praiſed be God) we did as reſolutely as tuccesfully,and totally roured chem. Upon the rout they 
fled ſeverall waies,moſt rowards Warwick,and Stratfor4 upon Avon,whither we now purſue then, and 
hope to give you a good account of them,ſo odious are they to all the Country. 

l am informed there are abundance of purchaſers of th: Kings and Delinquents Lands in the party ; if 
ſo,the eſtates they bold will be more rightly forfeited then when they purchaſed them: There are alſo ſeve- 
rall disbanded Officers of the Army who were wery inſolent the dey before the engagement , and talkt of 
mountains , but it hath pleaſed our good God to diſappoint their wicked end fooliſh comrivements.

Before WORCESTER, taken on Sunday laſt, Sept. 25. by a Gentleman . 


ofthe Innes of Court, (now in his Excellences Armie) from the mouthes 


of Maſter Nathaniel Fynes, and many other Commanders who were in the ſaid Skirmiſh,

Pon Thurſday, the 22. of September, our Forces being ten Troops of Horſe, under the command 

9 of Coloncl Browne, Commander in chicte, alſo fix Colours of Dragooners, being in number a- 

. bout foure hundred, came within a mile and a halfte of Worceſter, on the South-welt fide there- 

T4) of, where we made good a paſſage at a bridge over the River Teame, and drew up our Horſe up- 

$80 onthe Grecnc, onthe lefthand of the River, where we abode till Friday abour foure of the clock, 

\ in expeRation of ſome ſtrength, either trom Glouceſter-ſhire, or cl{e from my Lord Generall. Then 

\ Y & ID) DP there came a Mcfſenger witha falſe Alarum from the enemie, informing that Sir William Belfoard, 

PSS AND Liciutenanc Generall ofthe Horſe, was drawne up onthe further fide of the Ciy, and required us in 
SD dS his name, that when a Canon ſhould be ſhotoff, which ſhould be the ſigne oftheir on-ler, then we 

ſhould fall on, rs make good ſome nearer patiages, to ſtop the enemics flight, which was expect- 

c4,bur this was the encmics plot, ro get us inco a {traight way, Pretentiy after this, ſome Dragooners on the enemies pare 
appcarcd, in oppofition of whom, Culoncl Browne ſent out lome from us, wi-ich begun the skirmiſh, which Colonel Sands 
(who commandcd all the Horſe) hearing, was then carncſt to fall on, bat Captaine Nathamel Fynes, and Captaine 
Wingate defired rather a ſtay till the Peece ot Drdnance was diſcharged, bur his anſwer was, that the preſent was the 
ſcalon, clſe the enemy would be run away and laid, that thuſe who had a mind might goe, who had not might ſtay. 
Capraine Wingate prayed himnot to miſtike them, their affection to the ſervice was as his, oncly they delired to proceed 
adviſcdly. Nevertheleiſ: Colen+l Sands was fo cxtreame carn{ſt ro march, that the Captaines condeſcended , onely 
ſtayed ro ſing a Pialme. Before which was cnd.d, in the laſt Diviſion, Colonel Sayds marched over thepaſlage, where 
onely could goe foure abreaſt, till we came into tac lower part of the field, inthe upper whereof, the enemie was placed 
in'Battaliz, whom we could not diſcover till we came to the top of the hill, up which Coloncl Sexds made ſuch haſte, 
that we were forced to gallop. Then we mad all poilible ſpeed to diſpoſe of our men in order, but before the firſt five 
of our Troops could be drawne up, the cnemie advanced cloſe to us, and both fides diſcharged both Carbines and pi- 
ſtols, and was refolutcly performed by both, and preſently tell roche 1word, and charged one through another, and Colo- 
nel Saxds broke couragiouſly (though dangerouſly) into the lett wingot the encmie , being {ſeconded by his Front, bur 
had his Cornet killed. The Colonel himfclt did fight very valiantly, was much wounded, and taken priſoner, but the reſt 
of his Troop, tov many oft them being ſwearing, ll diſpoſed fellowes, ran away, however we ſtill maintaincd the field with 
courage. At our firſt on-ſct we apprehended but ſome five troops of the enemies Horſe at the moſt ; we conceived they had 
onely rhe Forces thiat formerly kept in Worceſter, but afterwards it appeared Prince Robert and Prince Mavrice were both 
come to them that very day, and brought cleven Troops of Horſe, and ſome fix or ſeven colours of Dragooners, in all a- 
bout ſixteen hundred that they brought , beſides the Worceſter Forces. Which ſupplyes comming on :o unexpeQed to 
them, occaſioned us ſomewhar diſorderly to retreat to ourpaſſage, which notwithſtanding we were fo much over-match- 
cd, we in deſpight of them made good, and forced them to retreat three times, and killed twenty of thar men dead upon 
the bridge, beſides many in the field, which they have conveyed away. We have loſt ſome twenty five, and that I am con- 
fident is the moſt : of them Serjeant Major Dowzlis was one, alſo one Captaine Berry , the reſt are well come off, and there is 
ſome hope of Colonel Sands recovery, whom the enemy havelefr in Worceſter, from whence they are fled. Captain Win- 
Zate on our (ide is taken priſoner, and in a moſt barbarous manner is made to ride through the townes before the enemy, na- 
ked, in their flight ro Ludlow. They reviled our men in the fight, calling them Parliament dogs. We took divers of their 
men priſoners; And ſome of ours whom they carryed into Worceſter, and there left, have informed us, that Prince Robert 
and Maxrice are both wounded, and ſome of their choice Commanders ſlaine, whoſe death they bemoaned, ___ expect- 
cd tcn-told greater advantage by their ſtratagems thenGod gave them; though if we had been bur prepared tor them, and 
not under ſo many diſadvantages, we had been viſible victors. Howeverthey have no cauſc to boaſt. And one of our Priſo- 
ners ſayes, that Prince Robert {wore a great oath, that the Round-hceads (to give them their dues) are valiant fellows, and 


came on roundly.

| I:;m O Neal had burnt the Churchof Armagh, and all the Town to the ground, Chariemount and Caſtle Slaney uſed in the 

Wy like ſort, himſelf and the wicked crew flying to the woods and bogs for fear of the Engliſh and Scots Northern forces. 

From 77yn we beard, That Colonell Gz2ſon, who now commands Sir Simon Harcovts Regiment, iflued out, and did cur off 

about 200 Rebelz, chaſed the reſt into a bog about four milcs diſtant from Try” from whence they went to the Navan, which 
they burnt for fear, and fled further Northward. 

We received Intelligence from rhe Naas, That the Rebels had raiſed many Alarums» ard fired ſome houſes by ſtealth, but 
were {till beaten, and forced to flye every dav for ſix dayes together, more or leſſe of the Rebels were killed by our men, by the 
conduct of Captain Xo:chford, and without any conſiderable lofſe on our ſide. | 

Sir Charls Coot was buried with much lamentation to all Proteſtants; and as much joy to the Papiſts, as was well obſerved by 
many whoſe countenance betrayed their ſalſhood, the ſameday Captain Sterling a Scot being left in Garriſon at Kilſhoughine 
being invited to a protected Papiſts houſe to dinner, was betrayed to the Rebels, where he and his Licurenant, with a Miniſter, 
were killed. The next day Colonell Crafſord ent out to bring off his body, and killed about 100 men, women and children, gi- 
ving no quarter, 130 not to ſuch as were protected, upon which day every Pulpit ar D«6{:# was filled with Funerall Sermons and 
tears for Sir Charls Coots dearh, whoſe life we already roo timely feel. 

A ſmall party of horſe went out to plunder, rwo of which were cut off by the Rebells, the reſt: came back and got fome booty, 
about 12 of the clock rhat night there was an Alarum upon the Netth-ſide of the Citie,over the River, which was done by ſome 
of the Rebells horſemen which charged our Centinels, who were quickly beaten off againby our foor, without any loſe of ci- 
ther ſide, ſome few Cows and Carronsthey got away with rhem. : 

The next day Captain Armſtrong with a troop of horſe was nt out to finde the 13ſt oigſes rroublers; but the Rogues were 
fled to the Monntaines with the pray; A Convoy came from the Vaas which brought home ſome wagon, and left them all well 
and quiet there,but brought Captain Retchford fick to Dabliz., Word was brought that moſt part ofthe County-of F 
is burnt by the Rebels, ſo that now both parties have nothing but deftruQtion and ruine amongſt them, It is ——

T His day we had Intelligence, That the Scots bent themſelves to relecve Colrarze, beſieged by the Rebels, and that Sir Phe- 


Lord Mountgarret hath beſieged Carlow Caſtle with 2000 men, n which place are a great numberof diftreſted and if 
taken, will doubtlefſe be put to the ſword, which is much feared i cannot hold out long. 

. News was brought hicher from the County of Cavan that Sir Francis Hamelton and Sir James Crapge, who did good ſervice 
in all this War, had notice that a great many of the Sept of the Mac-Doriags were aſſembled together about ſeven miles di- 
ſtant from them, made what ſtrengrh they could, and went thither, and ſurpriſed them all which were put to the ſword, ro the 
number of abour 30.of the chief of that Sept, returned the next morning, with whole heads of Cattle to their own Caſtles.

{ix2 Mills, but were beaten off, and cleered again. Oneof his Majeſtics ſhi ps rook a French barque, laden with Arms and Am- 
munity, going into Limer#ck for the Rebels. 

There came adviſe, that the Earl of Saint Albans had relieved the Fort of Galloway, and had blockt up the Town, ſothat no 
doubt not but he will quickly maſter it. 

Sir Henry Titchbourn and Sir Thomas Lucas was eleted of the Privy Counſel, that night my Lord Parſons his ſtabte was 
burnt in the middle of the Citie; and in the morning we had an Alarum upon the North-{ide of rhe Citie; fuch ſtrange bold- 
neſſe they have ſince his death, who was their terrour, ſome Cartell they drove away in the view of the Town. 

Adviſe fromthe Naas, that the Garriſon there had gotten mary Cows and Sheep from the Rebels, which they gained our of 
the woods, and bogs, and much pillage, but were like to mutiny our ir, by reaſon the Caprain would have all to himſelfe.

Of the Riotous InſurreRion of divers Inhabitants of Enfield, and Places Adjacent ; Humbly 
offered to the Confideration ofthe MEMBERSof PARLIAMENT, 


HEREAS Enfield Chaſe was inveſted in the Hands of the Truſtees, for ſale of Kings Lands, by this 

Parliament ; many Officers of the Army became Purchaſors thereof: And being at great Charge to 

Hedge, Ditch, and Quick-ſerrhe ſaid Land; Some having Built, Plowed, and Sowed Corn ( upon the 

Firſt of June laſt) There was a great Riot committed by the rude People of Enfield, and places Adja- 
cent, who in a tumulteous way did pull down the Hedges, dig down the Ditches, deſtroyed the Quick-lets, brought in 
their Carell into the Incloſures, and are off the ſtanding Cern, cut down Gates and Stiles; to the great Loſs and Damage 
of the Purchaſors. | 


This Riot being never ſuppreſſed, it hath continued ever ſince the ſaid Firſt of June, and daily there hath been more 
or leſs Hurt done by theſe Rioters, who did often boaſt, They had Ten thouland out of Eſſex, and Ten thouſand our 
of Hartfordſhire, chat would cometo their Aſſiſtance ; Threatning to Cut, or Burn down the Houſes of the Purchaſors : 
Whereupon there was four Files of Foot-Soldiers, witha Serjeant, ſent by Order, to Quarter atthe Houſes, to ſecure the 
Houles, as their Quarters. 


Upon the Eleventh ofthis preſent July, cameabout Two hundred and fifry People in a Riotous way : Or rather in 
way of an Inſurrection ; Being Armed with Pitchforks, long Sythes, Axes, and long Poles: And drawing nigh to the 

arters of the Soldiers, pitching their long Poles in the Ground, wich Colours on the Top, and making grear Shouts, 
Declaring for (H ARLES vS TEWART; Hereupon the Serjeant ſent rwo Soldiers in a peaceable way, to 
axk them, Whatthey intended ? Thele Barbarous Crue beat down thele two Soldiers to the Ground, for Dead , One 
of which recovering himſelf, ran back to the Serjeant, and Informing him what was done, and thar his Fellow-(oldier 
was taken Priſoner : the Serjeant went with about Twelve, or Fourteen more to reaſon with them, about the Soldier 
they kepr Priſoner: Whereupon this Rude and Barbarous Multitude fell upon the Serjeant, and Soldiers, beat them 
down "2 Dead, ſorely Wounded them, run the Serjeant through che'T high with a Pirchfort, and ſo overcame them. 


But it ſo hapned, that one Soldier in Defenceof his own Life, and his Fellows, ſhot a Country-man dead : Where- 


upon they dragged theſe poor Wounded Men to Enfield, beat them about the Face, and uſed them as barbarouſly as ever 


did the Triſh Rebells any Engliſh len : And Juſtice Rich 11 ing at Enfield, out of his Fayour to theſe Inhumane Fellows, 


ſent theſe Soldiers by Mittimws to Newgate, withtheir Wounds leeding, withouttaking any Courſe arall to Supprels, or 
Commit any that were in the Inſurrection, though the Serjeant, and many of the Soldiers were Morally Wounded : 
ſuch Juſtice we are like to receive from his Hands. 


Upon this Countenance received from the ſaid Juſtice, they u ON the ſame Day did fall upon the Incloſures, ſer fire on 
the Hedges, burnt up the Stack-wood, cut down a Barn, demoliſhed Houles, brake, tore, cut, and burntwhat ever they 
could come at of the Purchaſors. 


And that which we conceive hath much encouraged theſe Rioters, is; Thar after they have commited ſuch Outrages 
they have the Confidence to come with their Pecition to the Parliament, and boaſt of their great Reception, laying ; T &y 
have more Friends in the Parliament, then we the Purchaſors : and in that we have made our A pplication -to the Parlia- 
ment and Councel of State, and could obtain no ſpeciall Order to ſuppreſs theſe Inſurrecions , they take it for Grant and 

ave forthin Writing, and read in many Churches the laſt Sabboth-day, that the Parkament would not Aſſt us, or con- 
Go theſaleof the ſaid Chaſe : And ſo invited the People to this laſt Inſurretion. Wherefore We offer theſe Queries to 
be Conſidered of : 


I. Whether the Alarum given by this Inſurrefion may not Inflame the whole Nation; inaſmuch as it hath been ſuffered ſo loug

During that long time of fourteen years] ſerved inthe laſt Parliament, 1 was never of any Juno or Cabal, indeed1 didever profeſſedly 
declineir, I never knew of any buſineſs, (except perhaps by hear-ſay ) relating to thoſe ſad diſtrations between the King and Parliament , 
until they cameto be openedin the Houſe, I never knew of the intention of bringing the Kirg to Weſtminſter, till he was brought, much leſs 
did I know that theend of His bringing was to take away his life, I never knew of thatintenton, ( except what my own fears might ſuggeſt 
unto me ) until the Bill was brought into the Houſe to Ere& an High Court of Juſtice ( as it was called ) for His Tryal; and therefore ] was 
| much perplexed and aſtoniſhed when it was read , when the Bill was committed, I was not of the Commirtee, ( though it was numerous ) nor 
waslever at that Committee, ( though it fate very publickly inthe Speakers Lodgings : ) when the Committee had order to bring in Names for Judges, my Name was 
not put intill afrer the Amendments were reported, and upon a ſecond Commitment, and then upon an unhappy occaſion , paſling through the Speakers Chambers, 

when the Committee was not ſitting) I ſaw two or three Members ( whoſe Names I well reme;nber ) werein conſuitationat the Table, and as1 paſſed by them, one 
ofthem ſaid, this Gentlemans Name is not inſerted, and called ro meand ſaid, Sir, you muſt make onein this great buſineſs, I flatly gave my denyal, and ſaid, 1 could 
not ſervethemin it, irwasreplyed, that with my good favour | muſt take my ſhare : after the Bill was paſſed, and tke Judges ſuramoned to meet in the Painted Cham- 
þer, by expreſs Order of the Houſe al were injoyned to attend: And thus throug': weakneſs and fear I was infnarcd, 

[ſhall forbear to mention many paſſages berwixt my ſelf and other Members, at ſeveral times when 1 met with them, ( becauſe I fear to be over tedious) though they 
would much make for my clearing , and therefore do now humbly come to relate my own demeanour the laſt day the King appeared at the Courr, 

When the Court was fate, and the King brought, the Preſident told him, that he had been charged wich Treaſon, Perjury, Murther, and other high Crimes committed 

inſt the People of this Nation,and that he had refuſed to give an anſwer to the Charge,demurring to the Juriſdiion of the Court , That he h2d been told the Courtwas 
ſatisfied of their own Juriſdiction, and that He wag not to be the Judge of it, and that Hehad had ſeveral dayes given him for conſideration, and thar this was the laſt 
daytheCourt wonld demand of Him, whether He would anſwer to the Charseor not, ifnot, the Court would take the whole Charge, Pro Confeſſo, and would proceed 
to Judgment , { or words to this etfe&t. ) The King ( with ſuch undaunted compoſedneſs and wiſdom, as I never beheld in man ) made anſwer to this effe&, That He 
could not acknowledge the JuriſdiRion of the Court, He acknowledged they had power enough indeed , but whereis your authority ? yet ſaid He, becauſe I fee you 
greready to givea Sentence, and that ſucha Senrence may ſooner berepented of, than revoked ;, and that the peace ofthe Nation may ſo muchdepend uponir, Ichink 
fit to ler you know, that I deſire to ſpeak with my Parl;,,ment, for I have ſomething to offer unto them which will be ſatisiaftory [to you all ] ard will be for the preſenc 
Settlement of the Nation. The Preltdent regarded not theſe graciousexpreflions, but told Him, he could take no notice of any thing He ſaid, ſave only to demand once 
anin, whether He would anſwer to tis Charge or not. : : | 

Then the Kig ( not in paſlion ) but with the greateſt earneſtneſs of affe&tion, deſired the Court, that they would once more conſ:der of it; for ſaid He, you may live 
torepent of ſuch a Sentence ; ani therefore deſired chey would withdraw but for half an hour, or ſaid He, ifthat be too much trouble for you, I will withdraw, (and 
paſſionately moved his body. ) ” 

The Preſident wasnot affected with al! this, but commanded the Clerk to read the Sentence; God knowsI lie not, my heart was ready toburſt within me, and as ix 
ſellout, ſitting on the ſeat nextro Crymwel, he perceived ſome diſcompoſurein me, and turned tome and ſaid, What ailes thee, art thou mad, canſt thou nor fir ſtill 
and bequiet? 1] anſwered,quiet? nofir, I cannot bequier; and thenI preſently ſtood vp, and with an audible voyce ſaid, My Lord Preſident, I am not ſatisfied to give 
my conſent to this Sentence, but have reaſons to offer co you againſtir, and therefore Idefire the Court may adjourn to hear me. Then the Preſident ſtood upand ſaid, 
my, ifany Member of the Court be unſatisfied, then the Court muſt adjourn, and accordingly did adjourn intothe inner Court of Wards, 

When the Court was ſate there, (all but Members, and ſome Officers being turned out ) 1 was c:lled by Cr«mwel to give an Account why I had put this trouble and 
iſturbance upon the Court? I anſwered, ( and ſonear as poſlibly I can, after ſo great an elapſe of time, I will ſet down ray very Syllabical exprefiions: ) My Lord Pre- 
fident, I ſhould have been very glad, that his Majeſty would have condeſcended to theſe expreſſions long beforethis time, I fay, 1 ſhould have been giad of ir, both for 
Hisown ſake and for ours , But lir, tome they are not too late, but welcome now, for fir, God knows | delire not the Kin death, but His lite, all char! rhirſt after, is 
the Settlement of the Nationin peace, His Majeſty now doth offerit, and inorder to it defires to ſpeak with His Parliament , ſhould you five Sentence of Death upon 
Him, before you have acquainted the Parliament with His offers, in my humble opinion, your caſe will be much alcered, and you will do the greateſt Aﬀtion upon the 
greateſt diſadvantage imngivable, and I know not how ever you will beable to anſwer it. 

Crumwel in ſome ſcotatul wrath ſtood up and anſwered me, ( fo near as I can remember in theſe words) My Lord Preſident, you ſee what weighty Reaſons this Gentle- 
man hath produced, that ſhould move him to pur this trouble upon you , ſurely this Gentleman doth not know, he hath ro deal with the hardeſt hearted man upon 
theearth, however ſir, it15not the angle OPpIntoNn of one peeviſh tenacious man, chat mult ſway the Courc, nor deter them from their duty inſo greata buſineſs, and 1 
wiſthis Conſcience Jorh not tell him ( what ever he pretends of diflatisfaftion ) thathe only would ſave his old Maſter, 1 heretore tir, I pray you loſe no more time, 
but return to the Court and do your duty.

That on Saturday the'8, of Fanuary, the Maior conveged the Aldermen and Bayliffs of the ſaid Town toge- 
ther, and poſlefſed th:m with the reception of a Precept,in order to the chooſing of a Burgeſs to ſerve in Parlia- 
ment for the ſaid Town who then agreed to ſend for other Burgefſes that lived in the Countrey : To which end, 
the Maior ſenta letterto Barone Owen, and Mr. Arthur Owen, and gave perſonal notice to the reſt, 

L- | That on the 10*-the Aldermen, Council,and Bayliffs mer accordingly, except the fore-named Burgeſſcs that 
lived out of Town, and by their ſervants, deſired chemeeting might be pur off till che middleof the week : Ar which time the 
Precept was read, and the Aldermen, Council and Bfirgeſſes preſent, poſitively rcſolved to chooſe no —_— a Burgeſs of their 
own Borough. And it is denyed that the Maior ever ſaid that he would chooſe his Brother, if he had but fix voices for him , 
bur he (aid, rhat by the Statute-Law and —_ he was required to return a Burgg(s, of their own Borough before any other. = 

On Thurſday the 13** the Maior and Burgeſſcs mEtagain in the Town-Hall of Pembroke, where they did generally perſiſt in their 
former Refolves,not to cle a ſtranger, but gave an univerſal conſent, that Sampſon Lort Eſquire might be ſworn Free-man and Bur- 
gels of the ſaid Corporation. In purſuance of which, notice was given by the Maior, (upon the carneſt requeſt of the Burgefles ) 
that the ſaid Sampſon Lore ſhould'be fired to appear at Pembroke the Saturday following,to be actually {worn Burgeſs, which was 
done in the preſence of the Malor, Biyliffs, Aldermen, and other conſiderable Burgefſes, and the Oath adminiſtred by Mr. Richard

6 That Mr. Fames Philips ſent a letterto the Maior and Aldermen, wherein he comtiended Colonel Clark as a fic perſon to ſerve in 
Parliament for the ſaid Town,and anſwer being returned by Mr, Brown,that they refolved ro choole a B urgeſs of their own Borough, 
to which by letter the ſaid Mr.Ph:lips replyed, rthar if they did not chooſe one whom he ſhould nominate, that then he would bring 
down inaeeds ro Carry it. | 

That the Maiorthe15** made Proclamation that he would proceed to execution of the Precept on the Munday following. 

Thatthe 195", rhe Maior and Burgeffes being met with full intent to execute the Precept , was deſired before he went to the 
Hall, to have conference with Mr. Fames Philips, who to this purpoſe applycd himſelf to the Mator , That he had formerly writ- 
ten to him and the Aldermen,that they might chooſe one whom he ſhould appoint, and receiving no anſwer f:om them, he had uſed 
his intereſt wich ſome of the Our- Boroughs, ( whenindeed many of them were poor people that work for two pence a day , pre- 
tending they had a voice in the EleRion ) which people he cauſed totravel on the Lords day rowards the ſaid Town ; No anſwer 
being returned by the Miior, in regard his diſcourſe was in private , and did relate co pu*lick buſineſs. The Maior went to the 
Town-Hall, and after Proclamation made of the Count, and other proccedings therein,delivered the Precepr into the Town-Clerks 
hands to be publiſhed z bur Sir Hyg Qwen, brother to Mr. Arthur Owen, without any application to the Maior, propoſed that two |

( neither ctheMaiothnor Burgcſſes of the ſaid Town affenting to.) a company of ſtrangers, and pretended Burgefles of Out-Boroughs 
( having too much dfink given them that moraing,on the charge of the ſaid lames Philips ) immediately fell into a great mutir,y in the 
{aid Town-Hall, fighting with the Townſmen, and each other , the Maior himſelf ( being juſtled and abuſed ar the Bench,and his 
Gown torn, and hearing his brother Mr. Roger Loyt, a ſickly and infirm man, complain he was ſtruck upon the breaſt ) was enforced 
ro acj>urn the Court, and pur off the EleRtion till Wedneſday following, to prevent the {ad Conſequences of the ſaid Tumulcuous 
mutiny, and to preferve the Peace , yea fo great was the mutiny, that ſome cryed out they would fight : The Maces being likewiſc 
violently detained by the Town-Clerk, and a motion made by him to ſwear a new Mator, and to rake the Charter our of the ſaid 
Maiors cuſtody; and in the Maiors paſſing out, which with great difficulty he obtained, Sir Hugh Owen laid violent hands upon him, 
and required the Burgeſſes to afhiſt him co take the Precept forcibly out of his Pocker. | 

That CArthar Owen Eſquire, the now Complainant, at the ſaid afternoon Cour, which concerned the Town buſineſs particular-- 
ly, in a great paſſion ſuddenly offered himfelf to ſerve in Parliament for the ſaid Town the Mator then told him, that the day of 
Ele& on was put off cill Wedneſday, and defired himto bethen preſent, bur the ſaid Mr. Owes replyed , that it he were choſen on 
We4neſday, he ſhould judge it no legal EleRtion , and making other excuſes, before he went from the place, publickly denyed tos 
{erve in Parliament for them, and declared that he gave his voice with Colonel Clark. | of 

That the Maior did not Order a Guard of Holbards to keep outthe Out-Borough-Burgefles, as pretended, but if any did Order 
them, it was ſome friend of Mr. James Philips, 

That the ſaid Mr. Philips did give a Barrel of Ale among the Burgefles of Temby, and fix pence apiece to come to Pembroke to give 
their voices with him, 

That on Wedneſday the 19, of Fannary, the Maiorand Burgeſſes went to the Town- Hall, as appointed, and after reading the 
Precepr, there being no man there to ſtand for the EleRion, the Maior propoſed tothe Burgeſſes Sampſon Lort Eſquire, a Burgeſs of 
the ſaid Town, to be choſen accordingly tro what they themſelves had formerly reſolved, whom he conceived a very fic perſon to 
ſerve 1n Parliament forchem ; inanſ{werto which motion, there wasthe general voice of the ſaid Burgefſes for Sampſon Lort Eſq 
again the ſecond time the Mator in like manner propoſed the ſaid Sampſon Lort , and the ſaid Burgeſſes with one conſent choſe him ; 
none gainſaying but Mr. Fames Phil:ps, and three or four ſtrangers with him z who told the Mator he was there as a publick Mini- 
ſter of ſtatetorake notice of his doings, and threatned the Mator, that he would make him go to London, becauſe he would not do 
as he would haye him.

T hat the ſaid Fames Philips ſtayed three daies in the Tavern,during which time by threats and menaces, did terrific many of the 
Buryeſl.s, that after they had deſired their names to be inſerted inthe Indenture for Mr, Sampſon Lort,did fign Mr. Owens certificate, 
and to one that ſcrupled the ſigning of ir, ina threatning way,drank to himto their meeting at Londen ; and the perſon whom in their 
uneven ſtate of the Caſe, &c. they ſay was in bed,and could not come togive his Voice, he ſent his ſervant to Mr. Maior,and deſired 
11m to inſert his name inthe Indenture. 

Thatthe ſaid Mr. Fames Philips threatned the Biyliffs, that if they did fign the Indenture, to return Sampſon Lort Eſq; , he would 
make them pay 1500 '*and go upon their knees betore the Barons of the Exchequer, and the ſaid Bayliffs wich much cerrour of heart, 
cameand complained to the Maior thereof. | 

T Hat Sampſon Lert Elquire was ſworn in an Inn is not denyed, and 'tisthe ufual cuſtom of the Town, after any one by the Voice of 
the Burgeſles is made free, to ſwear him inany houſe of the Town; and the place he was ſworn in, was the Majors chamber that 
ne uſually frequents when he comes to Town, he being no inhabiranc there, but lives four miles diſtant fromit 5 And the counecous 
Readcr may take notice, that choſe who ralk ſo much of Inns intheir Rate of the Election,do uſe to frequent chem morethen Mr. Lore 
coth, whois known to abhor any intemperate practices. 

That inthe ſaid Narrative, they lay itis no County-Borough : Why not County- Berough , as well as the Borough of the 
County 2 bur if any faulc be by thar expreſſion, ic was in the Town-Clerk, who ſaid he drew. it by the moſt antient Prefidents. 

Inſtance might be made in many other paſſages which have been miſ-repreſented in the foreſaid Narrative, this only ſhall be ad- 
ded, that the deportment of the Maior in the management of the whole þufineſs, was very comely, qualified with abundance of 
lobriery and moderation, notwithſtanding all injuries, abuſes and provocations offc ted unto him.

"ME. Darrel/s next proof being the Oath of Hempden Aſbfeild, who Swears in Chancery, That he was a Truſtee for Mr. 
Darrel. Sir Jeremy Whichcott Replyes, That Hampden Aſhfeild _ Priſoner, and near ſtarving, was tempted by Mr. 
Darrel with ſome Money, and the hopes of Liberty, to depoſe in ſuch a manner as he did : Whereunto Mr. Darrel Replys, 
( Y, That Hampden Aofeits dia in ſeveral Anſwers in Chaxcery Swear the Truſt to be for Mr. Darrel, ſome of which were Fi- 
led in the Court long before Hampden Aſbfeild was a Priſoner, or any ways likely to be one. (2) How improbable is it,<that 
Hampden Aſbfeild being Sir Jeremy Whichcotts Priſoner, ſhould be prevailed with to Forſwear himſelf againſt the Inter it of 
his Keeper. (3) Mr. Darrel denys the Charge as an Impudent Calumny ; the contrary being true, as appeared in Chancery 
by the Oaths of Captain Robert Bacor, and others, who depoſed, That Hampden 4ſhfeild being upou his Death-bed,did very 
much deſire he might not be peſtred with Sir Thomas Aſpfeilds Agents, who would have him go perjuredto the Grave, in de- 
nying the Truſt te be for Mr. Darrel, which he was refolved notto do. And for the Teſtimonies of Pitcher, Els, Buckley

And Sir Jeaemy Wichcotts Anſwer is, That he hath ſworn the contrary : To which Mr. Darre/Replys, That Sir Jeremy Which- - 
cott is very apt to forget what Sir Thomas Aſhfeild did ſwear in the Court of Yards, when matters were freſh in Memory, 
and Sir Thomas Aſhfeild at liberty, which ismuch more to be valued than what he ſwore when his Impriſonment, and other 
Neceſſities compelled him to be too obſequious to Sir Jeremy Whichcott. Not to add that the many Endeavours which 
Sir Thomas Aſhfeild did uſe to ſurpriſe Mr. Darrel into a Releaſe ſo ſoon as he came of Age, do but too plainly make it out 
what an Intereſt Mr. D had in the Coal Farm. 

4. Mr. Darrels Fou ertion was, That the Decree made in Chancery in 1660. doth eſtabliſh the Truſt to be for Mr. 
Darrel : To which Sir Jeremy Whichcott Anſwereth, There was no ſuch Decree : And Mr. Darre/ Replyeth, Let the Record 
be Judg between them, and the Memories of all thoſe Noble Lords, who had the patience to hear all the Decree read at the 
laſt Hearing of the Cauſe. : | 

5. Suppoling it to be Obje&ted, That Two Verdidts had found the Truſt againſt Mr. Darrel, Anſwered, That one of the 
Verdicts was ſet aſide for indirect pradtiſes in procuring a Jury ; and the other for Contradidtion, finding that Hampden Aſb- 
feild was a Real Purchaſer as well as Sir Thomas Aſbfeild : To which Sir Jeremy Whichcott (aith, (1) Neither of the Verdias 
were ſet alide. (2) It isno Contradidtion : Whereunto Mr. Darrel Replys, (1) That the Rules and Orders of the Court 
do plainly ſhew, That the firſt Verditt was (et alide for indire@ pradtiſes, which were produced,and accordingly read,as the laſt 
Hearing of the Cauſe before the Houſe of Peers;which makes Mr. Darrel a little wonder at the Memory of Sir Jeremy Which- 
Fott, as well as at his Ingenuity for endeavouring ſo very unluckily to reconcile the flat contradiction of the ſecond Verdi. 

The next Queſtion being, How Mr. Darre/ could make out any Claim to the New Patent granted to Sir Feremy Whitchcot. 

Mr. Darrel did infiſt, That Sir Jeremy Whitchcott having made his Application to the King, as an old Tenant, and re- 
ceiving a benefit from the Crown, as an old Tenant, ( regard being then had by His Majeſty, of the loſs formerly ſuſtain-

Grant had no Conſideration of the old Tenant. ('2)) That the Argument does not any ways Conclude from the uſage of a 
Church or Colledge Leaſe, to a Leaſe made by the Crown : To which Mr. Darrel! Replys, (1 ) That it is Evident by the 
proof read in the Caule, that _ _ Whichcot did make his Application to His Majeſty as an od Tenant, and upon that 
(core did obtain his ſhare in the New Patent. (2) Mr. Darrel doth conceive it is moſt plain, That (although the King is 
not any ways obliged to grant a Leaſe toan old Tenant ) yet if His Majefty ſhall be pleaſed to extend ſo much Clemency 
to an old Tenant, upon the very account of his being an old Tenant ; That in ſuch Caſe the Ce#7 'y que truft (hall have the be- 
nefit of it, and not the Truſtee ; which is ſufficiently warranted by the uſual Courſe of Chancery, and is ſoapplicable to Mr. 
Darrels Caſe, rhat Mr. Darrel cannot poſſibly conceive how his Counſel ſhould be aſhamed of the Argument, ſeeing it is ſuffi- 
ciently known, that none of Sir Jeremy Whichcotts Councel did ever give any tollerable Anſwer to it.

\Hat in the Parliament held in the years 1627 and 1628. it was Voted and declared by the Honourab!: 

Houſe of Commons, that whoſoever ſhall counſell or adviſe the raking or leyving ot the Sublidie ot 
Tonnage and Poundage, not granted by Parliament, or ſhall be m_——_— or inſtrument therein, ſhal! 
be reputed an Innovator in the Government, and a capitall enemy to the Kingdome and Common-yrealth ; 
Arid ifany Merchant or perſon whatſoever ſhall voluntarily yeeld or pay the ſaid Sublidie of Tonnage and 
Poundage, not being granted by Parliament, they ſhall likewiſe be reputed betrayers of che liberties of En/end, 
and enemies to the ſame, as may appear by the ſaid Order upon Record. 

In ſubmiſſion and obedience whereunto, the Petitioner firſt oppoſed and withſtood the payment of Tonnage 
and Poundage (untill they were ſetled by Parliament) and all other illegall Taxes ; for which ſubmiſſion and 
obedience, in the years 1628, & 1629, the Petitioner had 7060. pounds of his Goods wrongfully taken and 
detained from him by the late Kings Otficers and Farmers ot the Cuſtome-houſe of London for pretended duties, 
and a heavie ſentence and fine in the Star-Chamber which was impoſed upon him in the year 1629, beſides 
which loſſes the Petitioner further ſuffered in his perſon by fix whole years impritonment in the Fleet, for 
not ſubmitting to that Sentence and Fine : and in the year 1637. nine moneths impriſonment in Newgate 
for withſtanding Ship-money z by which lofſes and impriſonments, the Petitioner was put by the exerciſc of 
his calling, and was wounded in his credit and reputation. | 

Which ſufferings the Honourable Houſe of Commons (upon the Petitioners complaint in the year, 1640. ) 
taking into their grave conſiderations) were pleaſed to refer the examination thereof to a Committee ot 50. 
Members, wherein were included the Committee for the Navieand Cuſtomes, who being well {atisfied of the 
truth thereof, by oath and other good ſufficient proots upon Record, drew up their Report, that the Periti- 
oner ought then to have 13680. pounds in part of Reparation, leaving the reſt ot thoſe reparations to the tur- 
ther judgement of the honourable Houle, as by the annexed copy ot that report may turther appear. 

In purſuit of which report, the Parliament then levicd and received from theold Farmers and Officers of 
the Cuſtomes, 50. thoutand pounds for wrongs and abules done to the Petitioner (chietly) and ocher Mer- 
chants, intending firſt to give to the Petitioner ſatisfaftion ont of the ſame, becauſe he was the firſt man that 
oppoſed the pretended ducies, and the greateſt ſufferer, 

hereupon, in the year 1642. the Petitioner was choſen Alderman, and in the year 1644. Sheriffe of the 
City of London ; which places the Petitioner earneſtly endevoured to ſhun, but ſuch weie the earneſt im- 
portunities, and per{wative incouragements, of divers Members ot the honourable Houſe, (who then detired 
to have the Petitioner in place of Truſt, tor his former feryice to the Common-wealth) that the Petitioner was 
conſtrained to accept not only the place of Alderman, but further underwent the office and charge ot Sherit'e 
of London, which ſtood the Petitioner in 4000. pounds that year. 

Burt notwichſtanding the atorcſaid promiſes and intents ofthe Parliament togive the Petitioner ſ(atisfation, 
ſach were the great compulſive exigents,and urgent neceſſicies,of thoſe times, cauſed by the publick diſtraftions, 
that the ſaid moneys were converted to the publick uſe; therefore the Parliament detired the Petitioner to 
have a lictle patience, promifing him ſpeedy latistaftion as well for the forbearance as for the principal debt; 
but the diſtraftions continuing, and Petitioner had neither intergſt nor any part of his principal : the 
Parliament in the year 1648. in part of farisfaftion; ſetled the Petitioner in the office of Surveyor and 
Check in the Cuſtome-houſe of London, then worth ar leaſt 600. pounds per ammum, but the Petitioner has ing en- 
Joyed that place only $8. moneths, was cauſkfly outed by (iniſt.r information of intruders, who have enjoyed 

that office and divided the profit thereof between them ev: r lince that intruſion. 
Moreover, the late King by Privy Seal, owesto the Petitioners wife, (who is the Reli& of Mr. Thomas Fer« 
rer) for Linnen Cloth, 5000. pounds, and tor money lent, 1200. pounds, tor which ſhe was aſſigned fatisfaftion 
out of the Cuaſtomes of Tobacco ; belides ſhe was turther afſigned out ot Sir Thomas Dawes Office 100 marks 
er annum, all which debts likewiſe lie wholly unſatisfied, to the Petitioners great prejudice. 

Beſides theaforeſaid loſſes, hinderances,expences, ſufferings,and forbearances of the profit of the (aid Office, 
thePe:itioner, from time to time hath laid out himlielt for the common good, in ating, lending, ſpending, 
_ ſerving) when others refuſed ; expoſed himſelt to that eminent danger at Brandford, by leading out a 

ro0op of Horſe for the Priviledges, Liberties, and Rights ot the City ot London and Common-wealth, inſo- 
much, that thereby and for want ot his {atisfa&ion atoreſaid, the Petitioner having conſumed his eſtate, hath 
been conſtrained to fell and morgage ſome part ot his Lands to pay Creditors and to maintain his Family, 
having a Wife and nine Children, and is likely to be undone for »beying the Parliaments Commands, unleſſc

Confeſſion is the neereſt way to forgiveneſſe,therefore I will make haſt es 
accuſe my ſelfe, and ſay ir is poſhible I may be guilty of ſome, miſ-becoming words, yer not words 
made in dangerous principles and maximes, bur looſe Arguments, diſputed at Table perhaps , with 
roo much fancy and hear. Andas in ſpeaking, ſoin wricing , I meane in Letters, I have perhaps 
commitrtederrours, but never irreverently or maliciouſly againſt Parliamentary government. 

I have been admirred into the company of theſe noble Gentlemen that are abſent, bur never 
was taken intotheir councels : andlure for two of them, Maſter Jarmin, and Sir lob Suckl:ng,with 
whom I was more particularly acquainted, they were ſtrangely altered, andin a very ſhore time, if 
it were poffible they could _ ay thing againſt yeur happy and glorious proceedings, who

the urter Ruine and Diſhoyour of this once Glorious Kingdome ; and being now 
made ſenſible that we carry our Armes meerly for the Safe. Guard and upholding ot a Deſperate 
Crue, whole demerits ſuffer not their guilty ſouls ro think of any Expedient or Remedy to 
cure any Diſtreſles but their own 3 that therefore we may Eaſe their Miſchievous brain of any 
turther Deſignes tending to the accompliſhment of our poor Countries Slavery, which they can 
obtain and effeCt by no hands but Ours ; and to caſe Our minds and conſciences of that acceſſary 
gnilr, with which we may be juſtly charged. 

VVe do Remonſtrate and Declare, That ſecing it hath pleaſed God by his VViſdom and Juſtice

And to this end his Majelties Great Seale of England, was obtaincd for the Harbour, bo betorethe three 
yeares was _—_— or the Harbour repaired, or any money in ſtocketo doe ir, the ſaid Sir Anthony Percifall did very untruely certific or 

informe the then Lord Treaſurer, that his Mijzfties Harbour was ſufficiently repaired; and by that meanes to compaſle his owne ends; pre - 

cured my Lords Letter for to {top the m_ that was appointed tO repai re his Majelties Harbour: and afterwards procut cd a Privy Scale, 

to take it out of the Commiſſioners hand, that was to ſee his Majzities Harbor;repaired,ſo that by this meanes, his Majelties Harbonr hath 

beene, for want of money, ſo much negleted, that at this preſent it is like utterly to be loſt, and the Towne to be quite undone : withoi:t 


ſome preſent ſupply of money to repaire the Harbour.

STK. 
Our laſt I received with ſafety, and according to your dehre have ſent you a true Account of the molt nuaterial intelligence 


touching the preſent tranſa6tions in theſe Northern parts, viz. The General Affembly do Rill continue, and have three 

confiderable Caſtles granted them by,General Afonck,, to be at their diſpoſing as an aſſurance of his fidelity toward them. 
And for ought I can perceive, there is very little or no hopes of Agreement , b2cauſe General Aforck hath ſer down his Reſoluri- 
on to make good his former Declaration with the loſſe of his Bloud ; for he will nor agreeto any thing againſt what is therein ex- 
preſſed. And as we hear General Monck.is much offended at the Lord Lambert, who hath intercepred his Letrers ro Genera 
Fleetwood and opened them, andLerters to his own Commiſſioners. 

Yeſterday came an expreſs from him, and the Meſſenger accidentally having got a fall , could go no further then this place, That 
the Lord Lambert opened the Letters, and ſent them by a Meſſenger of his own to the Ciry of Loxdov. General Monch writes to 
General Fleetwood, that he perceived his Commiſſioners aadagreed to ſome things contrary to his Order and Declaration, the 
which Agreement he would not own; and he therein defired that 5 Commiſſioners might be ſent to this Town, and that he would 
addtiwo more to his three to Treat with thoſe five Commiſſioners abour an Agreement ; But it much diſpleaſed the Lord Zam- 
bert, ſothat he was fully reſolved to march againft him with as much expedition as poſſible he could , bur this day calling a Council 
cx the Officers of his Army, hath a little ftayed his March. We are much oppreſſed in theſe parts wich the continuance of the 
Arm here, The Lord ſupport us , and carry on all for his Glory, for the Good of the Church and People. General Afoack, is © 
ReſolvedGeneral. The Lord ſtand by them thar ſtand by his Truth and Goſpel. Oneof the Letters ſent by General Zfoc% to 
the Lord F leetwosd was as followeth, viz. My Lord, I havereceived a Letter from your Lordſhip, and by the ſame Pacquer 
an Agreement , ſigned by your Lordſhips hand , rogether with an intimation, that the ſame was figned by thoſe Gentlemen thar 
were appointed by the General council of Officers here , to treat with your Lordſhip. I am exceedingly rejoyced to find in 
your Lordſhip, and the Officers with you, a ſpirit ſo complying, and ſo render of the Publick peace , and ſhall upon intimation 

rad from my Lord Lambert, of what mettod he uſeth , in drawing off the Forces which he hath drawn towards us, obſerve th

E E your Majeſtics moſt dutifull and obedient Subze&s, before we were encouraged by the influence of your 
Majeſtics preſence, knew not what to doe, being amazed with fearcs and jealoufies rumored and (; pread abroad 
whereby divers of your Majeſtics good Subzeds were diſtracted ; and the more, becauſe we neither knew nor could 
; imagine any cauſe or feare of jealouſie : STR, I cannot more properly _ our caſe then to.a man in perfett 
alth,yet doth fancie hiniſelfe ſicke of a Conſumption ; who (if his fortune be to light of a skilfull and honeſt Phyſitian) is mno 
noer ; but, if upon an Empricke, it is like his body ſhall be brought into that condittron, which before he did but fancy himſclfe 
obein. 1 am doubtfull, if thoſe perſons who have bin the cauſe of raiſing and fomenting theſe feares and jealouſics might chule 
beir owne Phyſitian, and apply their owne medicine, it would hazard the ruine of the Common-wealth, by aboliſhing the anci-

N the Way We are, we hay> gone as far as Words can carrie us : We have Voted our 
own Rights, and the Kings Duty : No doubt there is a ReJative Duty between a King 
and Subjects ; Obedience from a Subje& to a King, Protection from a King to His Peo- 
ple. The preſent unhappy diſtance between His Majeſtic and the Parliament, makes 
the Whole Kingdome ſtand amazed, in a fearefull expefatiou of diſmall Calamities to fall 
upon it : It deeply and conſ{cionably concerns this Houle to compole and ſettle theſe threat- 
ning ruining diſtractions. Maſter Speaker, I am touch'd, I am pierc't with an Apprehenſion 
of the Honour of the Houle,and ſucceſle of this Parliament. The bcſt way to give a ſtop 
to theſe deſperate imminent miſchicfes is, To make a faire way for the Kings return hither ; 
It will Iikewlſe give beſt ſatisfaftion tothe People,and will be our beſt Juſtification. Maſter 
Speaker, That we may the bettcr conlider the condition we are now in, let us ſet our ſelves 
three Years back : If any Man then, could have credibly told us, That within three Yeares 
the Queen ſhould be gone out of England into the Low-Countries, for any cauſe whatſoe- 
ver; The King ſhall remove from His Parliament, frem London to York, declaring himſelfe 
ot to be {ate here. That there ſhall be a totall Rebellion in Ireland, Such diſcords and di- 
ſtempers both in Church and State hcre,as now we inde ; certainly we ſhould have trem- 
bled at the thought of it : Wherefore it 1s fit we ſhould be {eniible now we are in it. 

On the other fide, if any man then, could have credibly told us, That within three Years 
Ye ſhall have a Parliament, it would have been good News ; That Ship-monic ſhall be ta- 
ken away by an Act of Parliament, the Reaſons and Grounds of it 1o rooted out, as that 
neither it, nor any thing hke it,can ever grow up again 3 That Monopolics, The High-Com- 
miſſion Court, the Starre-Chamber, The Biſhops Votes ſhall be taken away, The Councell 
Table regulated and reſtrained, The Forreſts bounded and limited, That yee ſhall have a 
Trienniall Parliament 5and more then that, A Perpetnall Parliament, vvhich none ſhall have 
power to diflolve vvithout your iclves, vve ſhould have thought this a Dream of Happi- 
nefle ; Yet noyv vve are in the reall pollc{iion of 1t, vve do not enjoy it, although His Maje- 
{tie hath promiſed and publiſhed He vvill make all this good to us : We ſtand chiefly upon 
further ſecuritie ; yyhereas the very having of thele things, 18 a convenient, fair ſccuritic, 
murually iccuring one another : there 1s nzore 1{ccuritie offered, even in this laſt anſwer of 
the Kings, By removing the periohall Votes of Popiſh Lords, By the Better Education of 
Papiſts Children, By ſupplying the defects of Laws againſt Recuſants, beſides what elſe may 
be enlarged and improved bya fele& Commirtee of Both Houſes, named for that purpoſe. 
Wheretore,Sir,let us beware we do not contend for ſuch a hazardous unſafe {ecuritic,as may 
cndanger the loſſe of what we have aJready ; let us not think we have nothing, becauſe vve 
have not all yve delire ; and though vve had, yet vve cannot make a Mathematicall ſecuritie; 
All humane Caution 15 Suſceptible of corruption and failing ; Gods providence will not be 
bound, ſucccſle muſt be His : He that obſerves the Wind and Rain, ſhall neither Sovv nor 
Reape ; it he donothing till he can ſecure the Weather, he will have but an il! Harveſt. 

M. Speaker, It novy behoves us to call up all the Wiſedome vye have about us, for vye are 
at the very brink of Combultion and confuſion : If Blood once begin to touch Blood, vve 
ſhall preſently fall into a certain milerie, and muſt attend an uncertain ſtiicceſle ; God knovvs 
vyhen, and God knoyvs vvhat, Every Man here is bound in Conſcience to employ his ut- 
trermoſt endeavours to prevent the cffuſion of blood ; Blood is a crying in,it pollutes a Land; 
let us fave our Liberties and our Eſtates, as we may fave our Souls too. Now I have clearely 
delivered mine own conſcience, I leave every Man freely to his.

jets of either, neither by themlelyes, nor others, directly or indirectly may do any thing, nor as. much as in them lies, 
may ſuffer to be done, to the Damage or Prejudice of the other ; but that the one ſhall aid the .other by all good offices, 
and ſhall advance the Welfare and Profit of the other to his utmoſt Power, 

Three Yeers after this League thus made, that is to ſay, in the Yeer 1 6 5 7. after the Danes had received many great 
and notorious Wrongs and Injuries from the King and Kingdome of Sweden, and being further threatned by them to be 
Printed herein Landon ar the WOrle dealt with, as may be ſeen more at large in the Daniſh Manifeſt , called Fas feciale Ar- 
Star in S* Pauls Churchyard. mate Danie + They betook themſelves to their Arms. But this Warre being ended through the 
Mediation of England and France, and the Peace concluded at Rotſhilt in February laſt, was Signed by the Publick Miniſters 
of the moſt Chriſtian King, and his late Highneſs the Lord Protector, who thereby became Suretics for the ſame, as is 
To be ſold ar the ſign of the More fully ſer forth in a Relation of the Afﬀairs between the-two Northern Kings, Printed in this 
Ship in S* Pauls Churchyard. City about a Moneth ſince. 

This Peace the King of Swede kept, till he had got into his hands four or five Provinces , wherein were many Strong- 
holds, and hail received other Advantages granted to him by the ſaid Treaty of Peace; but being bound by the ſame to 
quit all the Territories of the King of Danmark, in which at that time his Army lay quartered, in ſtead of Marching away, 
he Marched back again into the Ifle of Zealand, beſieged the Caſtle of Cronenbarg and took it, laid alſo Siege to Coppen- 
haguen, which although it ſucceeded nor, yet he threatnech to beſiege again ; and he ſhould have no better Succeſs than he 
had before, he endeavoureth to —_—_— Quarrel, and by the help of our Navy to make himſelf Maſter of the 
three Northern Kingdoms, as he is already of the Baltick-Sea, and the Ports thereof. 


In the beginning of this ſecond Inuafton, the King of Denmark, made full account, that the Moſt-Chriſtian King 
of France, and his late Highneſs the Lord Protefor, were bonnd in Honour,to (ee the contents of that Treaty of Peace, 
whereof they were Mediators and Sureties, as well performed on the Swediſh ſide, as he had done on his, and implored 
their Aide to that —_— but finding no Relief from Englend ( whether the indiſpoſition of his Highneſs, or ſome-

thing elſe was the cauſe) he _ for Aide from ſuch of his Neighbours, as had tendernels enough, not to ſee a King 
andall his Royall Progenie unjuſtly oppreſſed : amongſt thoſe Friends and Neighbours were the States Generall of the 
United Provinces, who were bound to defend Him by a defenſive League, concluded between them and that King in the 
Year 16 49, But before they came to put inexecution what they were obliedged to do, they endeavoured to fatisfie 
his Highneſs, concerning the juſtice and neceflity thereof, and to demonſtrate to him the inconveniencies, that would arile 
to the Commonwealth of England it (elf, it the King of Sweden ſhould become ſole Maſter ofall thoſe parts; and more- 
over manifeſted their deſire, that his Highneſs would be pleaſed to cooperate with them, tor the compo ing of thoſe diffe- 
rences, which were grown to that height, between the two Northern Kings : and his ſaid Highneſs being deceaſed, they 
continued to uſe the lame inſtance with this preſent Lord ProteQor, declaring,that they intended nothing, but what might 
be equally to the good and profit of this Nation, as well as of their Own, in any Liberty or Priviledge of Trade and Na- 
vigation, not defiring the leaſt advantage totheir own Subjects more then to us, althouga their endeayours to preſerve 
thoſe Liberties had already been expenſive to them, both in Blood and Treaſure. 

From thele precedent confiderations, we may propoſe theſe following Queries, 


1. Whether the Commonwealth of England,&c. can in conſcience break their Pulick Faith and Treaty with Denmark, without 
any cauſe erven ? | 

Wt. ae gov. the ſaid Commonwealth be not bound in Honowr,to ſee the Treaty of Peace between the two Northern Kings,whereof 
his late Highneſs was Mediator and Surety, performed on both fides , obliedging him,who hath violated the Treaty, to give duc 
reparation,for the dammage received by the party injured ? 

II. Whether it be for the Intereſt of the Engliſh,jw their Trade and Navigation to the Baltick Sea, that all the Eaſtland Com- 
modities,be in the power of one Prince, who either may withhold them, or raiſe thereupon any arbitrary Tolls and Cuſtoms, though 
never ſo exceflive_ ? 

IV. Whether it be wery ſafe for this Commonwealth,that one Prince ſhould be the ſole Dominator of all the North ;, and whethey 
England hath not reaſon to fear the ſame Inconvenienti:s from thence, which it has felt heretofore,when thoſe three Kingdoms had 
but one King, and he ſtill to conteſt with thoſe Vandalick Cint's, which now are in the King of Swedens power. 

V. Wieder the Offers and Deſires of the States Generall ; that we would joyn with them tothe compoſine of thoſe Differences 
between the two Northern Kings, by way of Med:ation, be not rather to be accepted, then that we ſhould involve oar ſelves in an 
unjuſt and dangerous Warre, wherein a Vittory may prove of worſe conſequence to our own Conntrey, then an overthrow ? 

VI. Or whether Conſcience, Hononr,our Trade and Navigation, and our Fleet, yea the ſafety of the State, ought to be ſet at 
ſlake,to gratifie the French,our Friends at _ ; who doubtleſs for one of theſe two reaſons ,endeavonrs ro engage us in this over- 
hafty Warre, againſt both our Interefts and our Allies ;, either that they may thereby aavance and enlarge th:ir Conqueſt upon the 
German Emprre, and make themſelves Maflers of all Flanders,this Campagna ; or rath:r that th'y may ſet all Proteſtant Prin- 
ces and States at variance, then make Peace with Spain,and ſo at liſt Extirpate the Proteſtant Religion, havine jirſt weakned the 
Defenders thereof by their own Arms * FINIS.

May it pleaſe your Excellency, 


ce your ſelf with your Councell of Officers in your reſpe& to the welfare of this Commonwealth, 

were pleaſed to difſolye the late Parliament, I have made many humble addreſſes to your Excel- 
29\©\ ) lency for a:Paſs to return to my native Country ; having ſuffered extraordinary mach underthe 
Dexre late Parliaments ſentence of Baniſhment. But being informed that ſuch addreſſes are conceived only 
fit to be made to ſuch an authority as ſhal ſucceed the late Parliament in theirLegiſlative Power: And my condition 
being ſuch, as could not admit of time to expe the iflue of new addreſſes to be made to the ſucceeding Power , 
being in ſuch daily and hourly hazard of my life where I had my reſidence beyond the Seas, only becauſe I had 
faithfully ſerved the Commonwealth, that it concerned my life , either ſpeedily to reſolve upon a perpetual ba- 
niſhment into ſome foreign Country , where none ſhould know me; hoping there to live ſecurely in an utter 
obſcurity and uſeleſsnels to my generation, and a burthen to others for my bread; or otherwiſe to run the ha- 
zard of returning to Ergland without a Paſs, or promile of proteCion. 

Andmy diſpoſition led me to chule the laſt, not without much wavering in my thoughts, in regard of ſome 
provocaffons which I believe I have even lately byLetters put particularly upon yourExcellency: yer | hoped and 
believed thatthe harſheſt and moſt difguſtfull paſſages in them might poſſibly be conſtrued ro be the fruits of my 
higheſt paſſions, when my reaſon was clouded, not only by my (ad and moſt heavy ſufferings, but alſo by the 
miſapprehenſions of your Excellencies ations and intentions, which I could not have the know- 
Icdze of beyond tae leas, but as others miſrepreſented chem unto me; hereupon I hoped that God in his 
mercy to me, and my poor ruined Family, might incline your mind fo to conceive of all former paſſages of 
whatſoever nature. 

And then finding that your Fxcellency with your Councel , had declared that youwonld take upon you the 
care and proteCton of all Engliſhmen living godly, quietly and peaceably untill the great truſt of the Govern- 
ment of this Nation be veſted in ſuch as are choſen forthe ſame. And in the midſt of all theſe thoughts , it be- 
ing much upon my {pirit that God by his providence would reſtore me to my native Country; and my heart 
being filled with a ſtrong faith in the goodnefs of God, and his protection 1n my endeavours therein. There- 
upon Lreſolved, come lite, come death, to caſt my (elf, my life, and all that's left me in this world beſides (under 
God)i on your Excellency, preſuming upon your prote&ion, at leaſt untill thoſe that are choſen for the Su- 
preme authority be ſerled therein, and their anſwer be given to my humble addreſs. I confeſs 1 judged my ſelf 
an Etigliſhman, and amongſt my Countrymen, capable of your Excellencies promiſed prote&ion , being abſo- 
lutcly reſolved to live as quietly and ſubmiſſively to the preſent and ſucceeding Power as any man, having no 0- 
ther reſolutions ; intentions , nor thoughts then to live godly and peaceably with my poor diſtceſled Family ; 
and to ſtudieto ſerve the Commonwealth, if thoſe truſted with the Government thereof , ſhould at any time 
conceive me fit for their Service; or otherwiſe to confine my (elf tothe moſt private life. 

This I defired to make known ufito your Excellency by my wife (the bearer bereof ) and my true Friend 
Mr William Kiffiz, the firſt hour of my return hither from Callzs to Londo: (in one day, in the privateſt manner I 
poſſible could) and they having waited for, or upon your Excellency ſeveral hours this morning; and your great 
Afairs preventing their audience, I preſumed thus to declare it in writing, leſt any miſconſtruQion ſhould be 
made of my ſudden return : thetrue occaſions of it, and my ends and intention therein, being nakedly and bone 
fide, herein fully declared, andonly according to the integrity of my heart in theſe real expreſſions ; I humbly

dren of (briſts Church Hoſpitall, to the number ofz 00, who were placed on a Scaffold, erected for that 
purpole in Barking Church-yard by the Tower. 

The way fromthe Tower ro Temple-Barre was not onely ſufficiently grauelled,but all the freetes (ly- 
ing berweene thoſetwo places) were on both ſides ( where the breadth would permit) raildin at the 
charges of the Citie, Parles Charch-yard excepted. ; 

The Liveries of the ( ompanies (hauing their Streamers, Enſignes, and Banerets ſpred on the tops of their 
railes beorethem ) reached from the middle of Marke Lane, to the Pegme at Temple Barre. 

Two Marſhals werechoſen for the day , to cleere thepalſage both of them being well mounted, and 
attended on by fixe men (ſuteablyattirde) to each Marſhall. 

Ihe Conduits of Cornebill, of Cheape , and of Fleereſtreete , that day ran Claret wine very plenteouſly : 
which (by reaſon of ſo much excellent Mulicke, that ſounded foorth not onely fromeach ſeuerall Pegme, 
butalſo from diuerle other places) ran the faſter and more merrily dowyne into ſome bodies bellies. 

As touching the Oration vrtered by Sir Henry Mountague (Recorder of the City) with thegifts beſto- 
wed on the King,the Quecne, andthe Prince becing three Cups of gold ) as alfo, all ſuch ſongs, as were 
chatday ſungin the ſeuerall Arch's, I referre youto the Booke in print, where they areſet downe ar large. 

And thus muchyou ſha!l vnderſtand, that no manner of perſon wharſoeuer, did disbutſe any part to- 
wards the charge of theſe five T'riumphes, but onely the meere Citizens being all free-men; heretofore the 
charge being borne by fifteencs and the Chamber of London (as may appeare by auncient preſidents )but 
now it was leauied amongſt the Companies, The othertwo Arch's erected by Merchant-Strangers (viz; 
the Italians and Dutchmen) were only their owne particular charge. | 

The Citty clefted 16.Commirties to whom the managing of the whole buſineſſe was abſolutely re- 
ferred: of which number 4. were Aldermen, the other 12. Commoners, viz, one out of cach ofthe12. 
Companies. Other Committies were allo appointed asouer-ſeers and ſurueyors of the worke. Farewell.

The Major was ex pected to 
have been Committed, for retufing to goe to Torke ro His Majeſty, being twice lent for, not publiſhing Pro- 
clamations ſent to ham.and other - The King accepted his Mace, and delivered it to him againe, but 
: gave him no hand to kifle. The Town preſented the Prince with a Purſe. and 50. pieces. From thence I 
went to Leiceſter with the Court on Friday, where the King was carneſtly put upon it , to have by force of 
Blowing up, or Battering down the —_ Houle recovered it : for which end 3..great Ordnance was brought to the 
Towne : but upon a Petition trom the Grand Jury to the King, that the Powder, Match, and Bullets th:rremmight be 
diſtributed to every Town in the Country;It was approved of by the King, He diſclainung to have intereſt in it, for it was 
the Countries,which I ſaw done ——_ ; the Keepers of it being allowed to goe free to their Houles, who was reſol- 
ved to have loſt their lives there, if the not agreed upon thele termes.

39 Olonell Midletn, Major Byliz, and Major Melvit, being ſeverally examined by thoſe whom his Excellence the Earle of Eſſex, Lord Generall 
1 of our Army had appointed to examine the bulineſſe of Sir. Fames Ramſey his carriage and behaviour the 23.0t October, at the fight in Kineter: 
& kietd, doeall unanimouſly agree and depoſe that the faid Sir Famer, having. the command of the lefr Wing of our Horſe, did fo place and 

7. order the ſeverall Squadrons of Horſeof the Wingat beſt advantage for tight, and did place ſeverall Rankes of Muſqueteers betwixt the Squa- 
XS drons of Horſe, and interlarded them ſo well for offending oftrheenemy, and for detending of themſelves,as could be defired, anddid alſs 
NR lay upon the left hand of the Horſe, in a hedge two or three hundred Muſqueteers, for to Flanke the Frontof our Horſe, and give fire to 
NY the Enemies at their charging of our Horſe, andall thoſe three above-named Gentlemen affirme that the ſaid Sir 72mes did before the Com- 
&Þ. bate exhortand entreate all the Troopes that ſtood thus imbattailed to ſtand firme, and doe for the honour of their Country and their owne 


Reputation, repreſenting to them they were to fight for Gods Cauſe, for Religion, and for liberty of Lawes of the Kingdowe, and fatety of what was dearcft 
,unto them ; withall telling them that they were to fight againſt Gods Enemies, men of no Religion, for rhe moſt part ; Who ſought their owneends onely, by 
the overthrow of the purity of Religion, and liberties and welfare of the Kingdome: yet notwithſtanding all chis, they aftirme that at the approach of the E- 


nemy our Troopes did diſcharge their long peeces afarre of, and without diſtance, and immediately thereatter wheeled all about, and ranne dilorderly, leaving 


the Muſqueteeres to be cur in peeces by the Enemy, ſo did their Officers (hew them the way, and their Licutenants ; whoſe Captaine were abſent,running away, 
ro!d that their place was to bringup the Reere. And Sir Famer. himfelfe being ingaged among the Squadrons of the Enemics Horſe, was carryecd violently out of 
the Field. The verity of which premites theſe three Gentlemen doe offer,and are ready to give their oath upon whenlaever they ſhall be required, 


Sir Tames Ramſey his Declaration. 


Fter I had Orders from his Excellency the Lord Generall ofour Army, and others my Supericurs, fer ordering and commanding the left Wing of the Cayal!- 
{Xlcry,I did accordingly put them in Poture Defenſive, and Offenlive, interlining the Squadrons with a convenicne number of Muſqueteeres, and likewiſe did 
place three hundred Mufqueteers ona Hedge on the lefchand of the left Wing ; which did Flanke the whole Front of the leit Wing; Thereafter on the head 
of every Squadron exhorting them to magnanimity and reſolution, ſhewing them the worth of their Anceſtors, dehiring them to ſhew themſelves worthy ſuch 
Noble Progenitors, and putting before thera the juſtneſſe of the cauſe, -that it was the purity of Religion, rhe Liberty o* the Subj-&, and the King and Parliaments 
Honour, that drew them-intothe Field, and no mans privats Quarrell ; and the more to incourage them, I did lay before them the unworthine?e of the adverſe 
party, that they were Papiits, Atheits, and Irreligious perſons tor the moſt part; and atter deiwring, and heartily exhorting them to give the encmy a brave mee- 
ting, who were advancing to charge us, and commanding cucs to receive them reſolutely ; (contrary co my expectation, and to my perpetuall regrate)) ours dif- 
charged their Carbines at along diſtance, and thereafter baſely runne away, and that in CY nn that I was ingaged in middle of theenemies Squa- 
drons, and violently borne away our of the field,and ſo was carryed along, two miles at lealt , ing thus among the Enemy in an incloſure, by leaping over a 
ditch, none of the enemies being able to follow me, I eſcaped, and thenafſfuring my ſelfe we had loit the day, in reſpeR the left wing of ours was altogether rou- 
ted, and a great many oft the Infantry on the right wing, with fiying colours ; I refolved to go: towards Londor, fearing the Parliament ſhould be miſ-informed 
of mie, in re{pett that part of the Army I commanded, firlt gave ground to the enemy ; Likewile knowing my hard condition it Tſhould have beene Priſoner, in 
reſpc& I came not onely my ſelfe to doe my belt ſervice to the King and Parliament, (though at this time things have falne out farre contrary to my expe&tation ) 
ut likewiſe did incite and incouragea great many others, brave Commanders, for the ſameſervice: And this upon my Conſcience I declare,

berry of heathens, would it not grieve any foul to ſee the Freeborn people of this Nation (who profct> chemſelves Chriſtians) ſo cruel une to the other ? Therefore we intreat you 
to let Mr. Lilburn have his liberty, chat his friends may come to him. 

And laſtly, we deſire you 80 conſider theſe our requeſts (tending as we hope) for the goed of all, and eſpecially thofe thar fear the Lord; and ler us nothe accounted your ene.

The Zeal of Religion being 
once taken away, theſe Craftſaren may with little contradiction work their Politick Intereſt. Which, though it be repreſented as different 
from that of Religion, yet It 1s moſt evidently true, that the Promoters of Atheiſm (or they by whom they are acted) are Agents of the Com- 
on Enemy of Englard, the Court of Rome. h Wo 

Such men will not fail to ſuggeſt unto you the old Maxim, Deorum injurig Dis cure, that the injuries offered unto God, muſt be left to 
Gods judgment. But you have ſo much Picty and Wiſdom happily matched rogether, asto ſec that Gods imtereſt is yours alſo; and that the 
Faith, Fear, and Love of God, are the ſtrength of the State, the Cement of Commerce, and the Guardian of Private and Publick Interctlcs. 
They that go about to cradicate theſe Principles out of the minds of the Kings Subjects, are the Sworr Enemies of the State, and the greateſ? 
Plaenes of Mankind; therefore to be driven from all Societies, and to be puniſhed as the worſt of Malefactors, Enemics to God and Men, and 
Monſters in Nature, 

A Right Reverend Biſhop lately promoted to Heaven, a Perſon in whom we have Joſt one of the ſoundeft Head-pieces of this Age, in his 
accurate and ſeaſonable Treatiſe of the Principles and Duties of Natural Religion, after he hath confuted Atheiſme with mildneſs, and ſandificd 
folidity, delivercth thus his opinion how Atheiſts ought to be dealt with in a Chriſtian State 5 and fuch would have been his Vote in the 
Houſe of Lords.

Ii» LuzUſaip alledgeth allo Plato de Legibus, pronouncing that Atheiſm ought to be puniſt ed capitally, as of moſt pernicious conſequence to Govern- 
ment. And truly if wordsof High —_ againſt the Kings Majeſty be punithable with Death by the Laws of our Land, it is very unreaſona- 
ble that words of High Treaſon againſt Gods infinite Majeſty ſhould ſcape vnpuniſhed, for want of Laws to reprefs the Offenders. That 
Eſſential Want, addeth much to the Boldmeſs of ſuch Offenders : For if there be any Statutes againſt Blaſphemy, they are looked upon as anti- 
quated. And though the offence be Vulgar, yet none (God forgive us) is indicted for it at any Aflizes or Setſions, there beg no encourage- 
ment for the Delator. | 

Net the abuſe of Religion ought to be looked upon as a common Jnjury, and cvery man is concerned to endeavour a Vindication ef it , ſaith rhe ſame 
Religious and Prudent Biſhop : And he brings in for it a Rule in the Civil Law, Religio contaminata ad onninn portinet injur iam. It every 
man 1s concerned 1n it, much more a Politick Body. ; 

And ſince your Wiſdom is ſufficiently ſatisfied that the Scandal is general, and that this Expoſtulation 1s the Voice of every Perſon in this 
Land that hath any Piety in his heart, or any tenderneſs for the Publick Preſervation , We crave and expect of you, Noble PEER< and 
Worthy PATR10O TS, our Vindication of that Common Injury, and Defence againſt the daily danger of ſo many of us, who Cas mich as rhe 
ſpiritual danger is more pernicious then the temporal) have more ground then David to ſay, Orr foul is amone Lions, and we lie amone thin 
that are ſet on fire, whoſe teeth areſpears and arrows, and their tongue a ſharp ſword, Men that ſer their mouth againſt Heaven, and with a nultcr- 
ful impudence aftirm that there 1s none to behold or judge them, caſt contempt upon the Holy Scripture, the Saints mentioned in ir, and the 
very Perſon of JEsUs CHRIST God blefled for evermore. Men that bear themſelves as the Kings of Wit among a company of Fools ; 
eſteeming them no better that own Piety and Religior.

doing to any (they paying ſuch Fecs as are before ſet downe by theſe Preſence) apd lik wiſe .. the like Certificareagall Candowinns chaſe edcdotene, 2 

land Marks, to enter them ag exactly as the reſt, paying no Fees at all, which Ce ee ſhall be truely and carefully Regiſtred, and ſafely kypt ina faire Be A 
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Office of Armes,as an authentique Record,which in future time may determine and erid many queſtions that hereafter = ariſe, as by many es of late rimes hauc 


'beene ſeenc, Prouded alwayes, thatif any ofthe inferiour degrees aboueſaid, viz, Knights, _—_ Gentlemen, {hall pretend pouertie or diſabilitie,and ſhall make 
the ſame appeare by Petition vnto the Earle Marſhall of England,or the Lords, Commiſſioners for the ſaid Office for the time being , ſuch order ſhall be taken therein, as 
that the Gentlemen ſhall be releeved, and the Office of Armes ſatisfied, Neuertheleſle, ifany ofthe degrees aforeſaid ſhall require to haue their Funerals honourably fo- 
lemnized with Heraulds attendance, and ſuch other ceremonies as haue in former times beene vſed, that then they ſhall pay all ſuch Fees as heretofore hauc beene accuſto- 
med, And for remedie of the former groflc abuſes, which are daily committed by Painters, that keepe open ſhops of Armourie, and doe deuiſe and giue forth Armes at 
their pleaſures, allumin thenames of Heraulds Painters for their more countenance therein : Wee doe order and will, and in his Miaiefties name ſtraightly chargethem, | 
and every of them, aſwell within the Citie of London, as in all other Cities and Countries within this Realme , that from henceforth they preſume not to paint 
pon Coaches, or elſewhere, or Funerall worke , or to make or paint any Diſcents or Pedegrees, or giue any trick of Coats of Armeg out of their Books and Shops for any 
of the Eſtatesaforcſaid, without the allowance and approbation of the Kinge of Armeg, to whom it doth chiefly appertayne. . And for remedie of ſuch abuſes as are com- 
mitted by Maſons, which commonly make Tombs and Monuments, and doe ingraue diuers Armes and Matches,and fet forth in their Inſcriptions falſc Genealogies with 
yaine and friuolous Titles, ſetting yp Coronets vpon ſome vntitting and impertinent to the qualities of the perſon whom they demonſtrate : Wee charge them alſo and e- 
uery of them, by-the immediate guthoritic which we hold from his Maieſtie, and doe thereby order,that they ſhallnot from henceforth ingraue, or cauſe to bee i , 
painted orſet forth any Armes, Genealogies, Epitaphs, or Inſcriptions, or make avy Monument, without it be firſt ſecne and allowed by the Kings and Officers of Ares 
whom it doth concerne, the Copie whereof with the forme of the Monument, to be drawne and entered into a Booke, which Booke ſhall be called , T he Booke of Monu- 
ments, and be keptin the Officeof Armes tor cuer, to the end if ever afterward any thing ſhould happen to be added or diminiſhed, or the Monument or defa- 
ced, as many are and haue beene, yettcherruth may appearc by the ſaid Regiſter Booke. And whereas we are further aduertiſed,that diuers Glaſiers, Gold-ſmiths,Curters, 
Grauers, and Caruers, and other Artific 'rs, doe yſually paint in C_—_ in Metall, and cut Seales of Armes,carue in Timber, and fuch like diucrs Armes,Coates,and 
Creſts, without any warrant or knowledgeof the ſame to be true and iultifiable, ro the great wrong and preiudice of many Noble and ancient Families ofthis Kingdome. 
Wee doe hereby order likewiſe, and in his Maiefties name ſraightly charge and command them and cuery of them, and all other Artificers whatſoeuer, to forbeare to 
paint in G!aſle, cur Seales, or otherwiſe grauc in Metall, orcarue in Timber or otherwiſe, any matter of Armourie, before the draft thereof be firlt ſeenc and allowed by 

the Kings and C\Sicers of Armes, whom it {hall concerne, vnleſſe it be of the Nobilitie whoſe Coats and Quarterings are eminent and well knowne, orſuch oftheancient 

Gentrie as haue beene formerly viewed, approucd, and allowed by the Prouinciall Kings of Armes, in their ſeuerall Viſitations, within their Prouinces, Giuen vnder 
our Hands and mw the - _ day of Nozember, in the ſixteenth yecre of his Maieſties Reigne of England, France, and Ireland, and of Scotland the fiftie two , AtWK1TE-
